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Saturday, January 1 


Snow storm. I walked to the station, pick- 
ed up my suitcase and vestments et Bell’si 
Drug Store, took the 10 o’clock steam car 
for Hanover, N. H. At the Hanover Inn I 
found arrangements had been made for my 
accommodation. there and a letter from Rev. 
Lucius Waterman, gave me the needed dir- 
ections about the services on Sunday. Il 
walked up to the old Lucy McMurphy house, 
saw bronze tablet at the side of the front 
door, about Webster and Durant. 


Sunday, January 2. 


Snow storm continued. I celebrated holy 
communion at St. Thomas Church at 8:45 
a.m. I gave morning prayer, and commun-~ 
ion and preach at 10:30 a.m. Went in cov- 
ered sleigh to Norwich, Vt., read the even- 
ing prayer and preached in St. Barnabar 
Church at 3 p. m., returned to the Inn. Again 
I read evening prayer in St. Thomas Church 
at 7:30 p. m. The day was sufficiently 
occupied without the satisfaction of having 
large congregations, they were very small. 
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Monday, January 3. 


Still snowing. I walked to Rev. John K 
Lerd’s house, waited for him to return, visit- 
ed pleasantly with him, as my classmate of 
Dartmouth College in 1865-6-7-8. I walked 
down Main St. and met Dean Charles F. Em- 
erson and had a long interview with him. 
about the class reunion to be held or at- 
tempted in 1/918, when we shall have been 
out of college just half a century. At 11 
o’clock I took my train for home and was 
here at 5 o’clock. 


Tuesday, January 4. 


I was up and dressed before seven o’clock, 
ate breakfast and attended to the furnace, 
then I walked to the station, took 8:/212 a. m. 
trolley, met Mr. P. J. Connolly at Goffs Falls 
and went to Nashua, to office of Proctor 
Bros. & Co., delivered deed of timber and 
wood and received checks for $1!7,500.00. I 
paid $500.00 to P. J. Connolly for services in 
selling. Came home, lunch over town, attend- 
ed annual meeting of Hopkins Home, made 
my report as treasurer, officers reelected 
and new members made, etc. Rev. George 
Haslam here for dinner at six, and Mrs 
Huntee coming in. We platyed bid whist until 
Mr. Huntee came home from St. Mark’s 
Lodge. Mt 
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Wednesday, January 5. 


At the bank in the forenoon, to deposit 
money for rents and dues of the Hopkins 
Home, also checks in the Adams estate, and 
took $25. for Mrs. Adams which I carried 
to her in the afternoon. Joking, she said, are 
you making me a bank of deposits She had 
not spent the money given her by me before. 
I invited her and her daughter-in-law to at- 
tend the next meeting of D. A. R. on Satur- 
day when Mrs. MacMurphy furnishes the 
program and refreshments. The dividend on 
my stock in the Derry National Bank was 
mailed to me today. $45. 


Thursday, January 6. 


Carried number plates of 1916 and put 
them on my auto at Abboitt’s Garage, paid 
supplies, including one week’s storage. Paid 
E. B. Weston, balance $49.75 on Davidson 
mortgage. Spent an hour at the bank, home 
fr lunch. At 2 ». m. met in committee at 
the bank and made semi-annual examination 
of Nutfield Savings Bank. Gave Jennie her 
check for timber and wood sale, $8,500.00 
and receipt for the payment of selling agent. 
At night Leora was here with Deane and 
Mrs. MacMurphy and we played whist at ten, 
o’clock. 
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Friday, January 7. 


Mrs. Mary P. Stevens died yesterday, and 
is to be buried tomorrow. I was at the bank 
twice today. I visited the Selectmen and 
received a check or town order for $1,200.00 | 
to be used in this special school district Nic. 
2. I called together the finance committee 
of the Hopkins Home, Rev. John H. Nichols, 
Ben. T. Low and W. T. (Morse and decided 
to buy a couple of bonds, telephone 5 p. c., 
yeilding the Home a hundred dollars a year 
and I am to buy them. I called on Mr. and 
Mrs. C. B. Chase in the evening, I reading 
aloud from Bishop Grafton. 


Saturday, January 8. 


At 10:25 a. m. Mrs. MacMurphy and l 
boarded a car and went to town, we were 
there joined by Mr. and Mrs. McGregor and 
Miss Stiles, went by 11:22 car to Goffs Falls, 
thence to Nashua, there we had dinner, at 
1:43 p. m. went by car to Wilton, to the 
house of Major and Mrs. D. E. Proctor. At 
2:30 attended funeral of Mrs. Mary P. 
Stevens. Rev. Sherman, local pastor of 
C ngregational Church conducted the service 
by introduction and request of the Major 
I was invited to read the prayers and did 
so. We visited till 4:15, came to Nashua, 
had lunch and thence home. 
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Sunday, January 9. 


I walked to church carrying my vestments, 
gave morning prayer and preached at 10:45 
a. m., conducted the Sunday school at 12:15 
p. m., came home for dinner. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and I went with Prof. E. R. Angell 
to St. Mark’s Lodge rooms and viewed the 
new frisco works on the walls that cost 
$280.00. At 6:30 p. m. I gave the evening 
prayer at church and practiced with the 
choir at 7:30 p. m., went to rectory and had 
supper with Mrs. Haslam and Montfort 
Haslam. 


Monday, January 10. 


I made up some mail and checks, paid L. 
B. Hardy for grain, paid light bill, coal bill, 
met Mrs. Carrie Tyson for a long talk about 
her plans to move the town to sell back the 
Edward T. Parker place in East Derry, to 


her and her son. One town meeting has al- 
ready turned down this proposition, as being 
impossible. She thought a lot for library 
might be considered by the town. I am 
pursuaded she is reaching the limit of her 
credit and finds it impossible to obtain a 
loan. 
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Tuesday, January 11. 


I went to Manchester on the 9:22 trolley 
this morning, paid Merrimack River Savings 
Bank $4,538.13 and tock up my 50 shares of 
stock there, put up as collateral. I came 
back to Derry at 12, he'd lunch, paid Derry 
National Bank $2,422.42 and took up mort- 
gages of Madden, Davis and Leahy, left 
there for collateral. I attended annual 
bank meeting and was reelected Vice Pres. 
of First National, Treasurer of Nutfield 
Savings for’ another year. At night Mrs. 
MacMurphy attended Church Guild meeting 
at Mrs. Joseph Low’s. 


Wednesday, January 12. 


Walked to the bank, wrote a letter to 
James O. Lyford, bank commissioner on my 
case financial report. Wrote to P. J. Con- 
nolly in reply to inquiry about timber lots 
for sale in this vicinity. At six o’clock went 
with Mrs. MacMurphy to the rectory and had 
supper with Rev. and Mrs. Haslam, Mont- 
fort, Haslam and Edgar Taylor. Afterward 
we had a game of auction bridge till ten o’- 
clock and then walked home, Leone Gilman 
was here with Deane for company. Saw 
flames of big fire in East Derry at eleven.- 
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Thursday, January 13. 


Walked to town, to the Davises, and col- 
lected payments on notes of father and son, 
went to bank for deposit, signed a bank re- 
port for the comtroller of the currency, 
bought some meat for our dinners and walk- 
ed home. Mrs. MacMurphy attended meet- 
ing of Women’s Club. She made an address, 
the attendance was large being a reception 
to State President of Federated Women’s 
Clubs of New Hampshire. I wrote several 
letcers at night. One to Rev. C. R. Bailey, 
telling him of my engagements for Sundays. 


Friday, January ‘1/4. 


Remained at home in the forenoon, had a 
number of school checks to make out aind 
pay current bills. After noon went to town, 
attended to business at both banks and store. 
It became very cold. At night I read ser- 
mons and addresses of the late Bishop C. C. 
Grafton of the Diocese of Fond du Lac. The 
children slide down Pinkerton Academy Hill, 
through the village, and fully down to my 
door. I had letter from John R. McLane ask-, 
ing for a meeting of bank men to confer on 


Schneider case. 
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Saturday, January 15. 


Walked to town, at the bank, answering 
John R. MeLane’s letter and made a date 
for our bank trustees to meet him at our 
bank, Friday, Jenuary 21st at 9 o’clock in 
the forenoon. In the afternoon walked up 
to Mary Duffy’s house and made a date to 
meet her at bank next Monday. Went cn to 
Mrs. McGregor’s and paid her for loan o2 
$100.00 and recovered my one share of First 
National Bank Stock, pledged as collateral. 
She paid me for hay and stamps. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Deane at Pinkerton Academy 
Play. ; 


Sunday, January 16. 


I walked to church, Mrs MacMurphy and 
Deane by trolley. I assisted at morning 
prayer. Mr. and Mrs. Hosley with horse and 
sleigh brought us home for dinner and took 
Deane to her home. Mrs. MacMurphy called 
on Sylvia Clark, Deane came at six o’clock. 
I walked to church for evening service, then 
had supper at Rectory with Rev. and Mrs. 
Haslam, after which I walked home at nine 


o’clock. 7

Monday, January 17. 


Went to the bank at 9 a. m. Met Mary A. 
Duffy, with her, hunted up the tax collector 
and paid up her taxes, $132.00, found insur- 
ance agent and paid fire insurence premi- 
um, found her husband and together we went 
to a lawyer, and had her make a note and 
mortgage to cover expenses. J was at the 
bank again in the afternoon. Rev. and Mrs. 
Haslam came for tea at six o’clock and re- 
mained to play auction bridge till ten o’clock. 
Mr. Haslam expects to go to Laconia for 
services next Sunday and I am to serve in 
Derry. 


Tuesday, January 18. 


Walked to bank and spent an hour, made 
payment on three notes taking them up, 
talked over some bank business. I walked 


home for lunch bringing several things, 
meat, milk bottles and corn starch. At night 
found inquiry at post office for friends of 
Thomas H. Henderson, Newcastle on Lyne 
Eng., a package wanting more postage de- 
tained here. It contained a pocketbook. I 
paid the extra six cents and so helped the 
package on its way to our old English friend. 
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Wednesday, January 19. 


Remained at home and worked on my re- 
port to the Judge of Probate on the Adams 
estate, the operation is slow and tedious. 
Afternoon found me over town attending to 
business at the bank. I paid my water rate 
$23.50. I paid the rate also for the Hopkins 
Home. Mrs. McGregor was in the bank and 
deposited her Proctor Bros. & Co., check for 
$8,500.00. She will divide it and put it in 
several savings banks. 


Thursday, January 20. 


Cloudy with some snow falling at inter- 
vals. Mrs. MacMurphy went to Manchester 
in the afternoon with others of the Whist 
Club to be entertained by Mrs. Dr. Luther 
G. Dearborn Jr. She did not return till near- 
ly seven o’clock. Miss Lucy Stiles and Mrs. 
Hagendorfer called in the evening. They 
drove down in sleigh. Miss Stiles exhibited — 
a new fur coat and muff. I spent about al) 
day on my guardian account. 
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Friday, January 21. 


Spent the morning at the bank in special 
meeting of eight of the nine trustees to con- 
fer with attorney John R. McLane, upon an 
offer of R. W. Pillsbury to compromise on a 
suit about the Louis H. Schneider note. I 
worked on my account in the afternoon, 
making out schedules. At night Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy, Deane and I went to Adams Me- 


morial Hall to attend a mock trial in breach 
of promise suit. The attendance was large, 
and the actors performed their parts with 
great credit and abundant applause. 


Saturday, January 22. 


Cloudy, thawing, some wind. I walked to 
the bank, wrote a letter to James O. Lyford, 
bank commissioner, brought home sugar, 
coffee, baking powder and molasses. I spent 
much time on my accounts in-the Adams 
estate. It is worth money to give so much 
time to the report for Probate Court. I went 
to Mrs. Chase taking baked beans and brown 
bread. Leora Gilman made me a present 
a fresh loaf of brown bread. 
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Sunday, January 23. 


I walked to church, Mrs. McjeMurphy and 
Deane went by trolley. I conducted morning 
prayer and preached at 10:45 a. m. I remain- 
ed to Sunday School, came home and had 
dinner. I went +e evening service, conducted 
service at 6:30 remained to practice with 
the choir, then I had supper at the rectory 
with Mrs. Haslam. Spent some time in con- 
versation and was home soon after nine 0o’- 
clock. The day has been mild for the time 
of the year. 


Monday, January 24. 


I spent an hour at the bank in the morn- 
ing. In the afternoon after communication 
by telephone, I went to town again and 
settled with the law firm of G. K. and B. T 
Bartlett, a long standing claim flor services 


in the Adams Estate for getting the former 
guardian removed in 1912. I paid the firm 
a compromise fee of $1000.00 and took re- 
ceipt, etc. At supper we had Mr. Collins, 
principal of Oak Street School, Miss King- 
man and Miss Flewelling, teacher in P. A., 
Rev. and Mrs. Haslam and Mr. Chase, we 
played afterwards.

Tuesday, January 25. 


I went out with no rubbers’ today, the 
ground nearly bare. At the bank and at 
Bertlett’s office, talking of my Adams ac- 
count all the forenoon. At the bank again 
in afternoon, gave Harold J. Curtis a job 
of typewriting my account, it will take con- 
siderable time. At night Mrs. MacMurphy, 
Deane and I went to the Broadway Theatre 
to see a moving picture show of “‘The Birth 
of a Nation”, dramatized from the story of 
Thomas ‘Dixon. It was a great show and 
very expensive and very interesting. 


Wednesday, January 26. 


Went to the bank to work on my Adams 
account, lost an hour talking with one of the 
directors, began to sort and arrange the 
items under various titles, continued without 
stop on interruption over into the afternoon, 


telephoned I should not be home for lunch. 
At half past three Mr. Curtis, clerk of the 
bank, was free to assist me. I read the items 
of the account and he set them up on 2 
typewriter, and so we worked till the whistle 
blew for 6 p. m., then I made haste for a 
trolley and came home for dinner. 
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Thursday, January 27. 


I spent about all day completing my ac- 
count and had one copy made on typewriter. 
I remained over town and hed my Lunch at 
‘Chadwick’s. This making up an account from 
a Journal is no small matter. The expenses 
of two years amounted to over ten thousand 
dollars. There remains a balance of over a 
hundred thousand dollars of which about 
eighteen thousand dollars is cash on hand, 
that is on deposit in banks. 


Friday, January 28. 


I was at the bank an hour. The ground is 
bare and temperature of the afr is like April 
or later. Mrs. MacMurphy and I called on 
the Rev. Lucien H. Adams in the afternoon, 
his illness may be incurable, his trouble is 
advanced ordema. He was sitting in a chair, 
able to talk very well and clearly. When we 
came away a nephew named Mr. Francis was 
calling. Leora Gilman is here this evening 
working with Deane Hosley. 
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Saturday, January 29. 


The bank business claimed my morning, 
although nothing important was done. The 
Junior Guild of the Church had a food sale 
this afternoon in the Annis Store. ‘The 
young people had some assistance, or ad- 
vice, but mainly conducted the sale. 'They 
sold bread, cake, pie, doughnuts, etc. They 
realized by sale, seven dollars, all the food 
being contributed by interested persons so 
the sale was satisfactory. 


Sunday, January 30. 


I walked to church, Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Deane went by trolley. I gave morning 
prayer and preached at 10:45 a. m. Two of 
us remained to open Sunday School and 
team two classes. Deane also remained, 
then she went to her home. We came home 
for dinner. At night Deane returned. I 
walked to church, gave evening prayer at 
6:30 p.m. I remained for supper. Mr. Has- 
lam came back from Laconia, soon afier 
supper, I came home about ten o’clock. 
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Monday, January 381. 


This has been a busy day, the weather 
mild and ground bare of snow. I took paper 
to bank, completed signing and oath of true 
account. I tried to ascertain the location of 
Firdina Cote’s mortgage. I had lunch at 
(Chadwick’s, then, took trolley for Adams 
farm, showed my account and obtained sig- 


natures of Benjamin F. Adams and wife to 
the paper. Rev. George Haslam here for 
dinner at six o’clock and C. B. Chase here for 
evening game. 


Tuesday, February 1. 


Mild weather, bare ground. I received by 
mail two thousand dollar bonds of N. HE. Tel. 
& Tel Co., for the Hopkins Home. I sent a 
draft for $2,075,83 to pay for them. I attended 
Probate Court, and filed my Adams account. 
Judge L. G. Hoyt asked for the health of my 
ward Katherine J. Adams and desired me to 
convey to her his regards. I think my ac- 
count will be allowed without citation, that. 
makes me pleased, satisfied that my work 
is appreciated. 
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Wednesday, February 2. 


Snow storm in progress. I hunted for 
Mrs. Aiken’s mortgage from F. Cote. It 
turned out at last that she had it safe; but 
she had made no endorsements on the note 
since 1908 and that more than $400.00 had 
been paid on it by F. Cote without other 
credit than receipts in his hands. Perhaps 1 
may take over her mortgage now $300.00 
and pay off her other mortgage note given 
to the Derry Savings Bank of the same 
amount. 


Thursday, February 3. 


I went to Mrs. Mary Aiken’s and had her 
make an assignment of mortgage to me for 
$300.00, then I went to the Derry Savings 
and paid the same sum for discharge of 
mortgage on her home, then I drew up a 
mortgage for Mr. and Mrs. Ferdina Cote to 
sign and loaned him $150. I returned Mrs. 
Aiken’s note and insurance policy and sent 
her mortgage to Exeter for recording, etc. 
I also sent assignment and new motrgags 
for recording. The several transactions 
were kindly. 
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Friday, February 4. 


I remained around home in the forenoon. 
In the afternoon I went over town to the 
bank. I visited the Selectmen and obtained 
the balance of school money for the year 
ending the 15th of this month. I came back 
to the bank for deposit at half an hour after 


time of closing. At night Deane went to the 
Academy with a mask and costume to attena 
a function called a masquerade, a class 
affair, under proper supervisions. 


Saturday, February 5. 


I went over town, for a pail of lard, a 
pound of butter. I spent some time at the 
bank. In the afternoon I made a Dill of sale 
of timber and wood to C. T. Richards: ot 
Goffstown and C. W. Boyd of Windham for 
$1, 800.00. I and Benjamin F. Adams signed 
the bill of sale. At dinner Miss Sylvia 
Clark and Miss Cutler were here for baked 
beans and brown bread, and spent the even- 
ing and have just started to go home at ten 
o’clock. Deane was at Junior Guild meet- 
ing. 
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Sunday, February 6. 


I walked to church, Deane and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy also walked over later. I merely 
assisted at opening and closing celebration of 
the holy communion. We all remained for 
opening of the Sunday School. Mr. Collins 
principal of East Side Grammar School was 
there through all. At night I assisted at 
evening prayer and choir practice, then L 
had supper with the Rector, Mrs. Haslam. 
We remained at table some time discussing 
the meeting of Church Conference here in 
April, Tuesday after Easter. I came home at 
ten o’clock. 


Monday, February 7. 


Walked to the bank in the morning, stop- 
ping on the way to show Mrs. Deane a 
tenement. In the afternoon I went again, 
gave Mr. and Mrs. Deane a lease, then attend- 


ed two bank meetings. At the Savings made 
Benjamin F. Adams a trustee, and he took 
the oath of office, then at National Bank we 
spent an hour attending to the usual routine 
business. Came home and dressed for tea 
at Mr. and Mrs. C. B. Chase’s with Rev. 
George Haslam and home at eleven. 
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Tuesday, February 8. 


Spent the morning over town and at the 
bank, nothing of special interest. Mr. Has- 
lam called and left a note for me about 
services to be announced by me at Laconia 
next Sunday. Mrs. MacMurphy went to Mrs. 
S. H. Bell’s tonight to attend regular meet- 
ing of the Woman’s Guild of the Church. 
Mrs. Gilman went with her. Jennie tele- 
phoned that she and Charles were working 
on genealogy. She had a letter from Antrim 
about the Duncans. 


Wednesday, February 9. 


Mrs. MacMurphy took an early breakfast 
and went to Concord to attend a conference 
of the State Federation of Woman’s Clubs. 
She went, with others of the meeting, to 
Nardini’s cafe for lunch, talked with the 
head of the house, who wanted her to call 
on cousin Louise at her home, 97% Warren 
St. I was at the bank, I also visited tenants 
of Hopkins Home and collected the rents. 
Mrs. MacMurphy and other Derry ladies re- 
turned at six o’clock, well pleased with the 
results of conference. 
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Thursday, February 10. 


I was at the bank, made deposit of rent for 
Hopkins Home. Met Mr. Haslam who asked 
me to come back early from Laconia on 
Sunday and reach Derry in time to take 
dinner with him at the rectory. The matter 
of getting an organist for Sunday is just 
now bothering him. I think it will end in 
reading the canticles instead of singing. Mrs. 
Haslam is away in Nova Scotia. Ada Stuart 
wants to gO away on Sunday. 


Friday, February 11. 


School order, eleven in number took about 
all my time, paid teachers, wood bill, four 
book bills, superintendent’s salary, music 
teacher, interest and $150.00 on MHardy’s 
note, Mrs. Ranney’s bill. Went to Adams 
farm, gave my ward $25.00 for her private 
use, saw the grandson, a fine baby of 7 
months. Mrs. Adams in good spirit and 
health. She welcomed me in hearty good 
temper, the same may be said of the old 
dog, “Rover”, 
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Saturday, February 12. 


I dressed for travel. At ten o’clock went 
over town, picked up my vestments at the 
Church, spent an hour at the bank, ate three 
bananas, took 12:22 trolley for Manchester, 
thence ‘by steam car to Concord and Laconia. 
Went to “The Tavern,’ had good room and 
supper. There was a ball in the dining 
room, till 11:50 p. m., when the orchestra 
played “Home Sweet Home.” ‘The party was 
said to be made up of High School girls and 
young fellows. 


Sunday, February 13. 


Had breakfast and sat around the Taverrn 
till quarter past ten. Went to St. James, gave 
holy communion and preached. From church 
I went to station and took 12:09 steam car 
for Concord, Manchester and Derry. * Arrived 
at the rectory before three o’clock, had dinner 
with the Rev. George Haslam, and started 
for home soon after. It had snowed all the 
time since I went away, so my trip has not 
been particularly pleasing. 
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Monday, February 14, 


I remained at home all the morning. After 
dinner, went to Mrs. Hardy’s house, she 
gave me dues for the Hopkins Home, six 
dollars with names of persons. I posted 
some packages. I was at the bank also at 
John C. Davis’s home, collected five of the 
elder and thirty dollars of the son, came 
home with pork chops for meat. Rev. George 
Haslam was here for six o’clock dinner, then 
Mr. Chase came in and we played auction 
bridge till eleven o’clock. The mercury on 
my piazza is at below zero. 
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Tuesday, February 15. 


Remained at home in the forenoon, in the 
afternoon went over town, called on Mrs. 
Ranney on Special School District No. 2. 
matters, called on the Selectmen and handed 
them my Report as treasurer of the Hopkins 
Home. Called at bank, found $5.00 from E. 
C. Clark for rent on my Campbell house. 
Brought ham for dinner. Home for dinner. 
Mr. and Mrs. E. P. Clark, Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter E. Clark called. I took over assign- 
ment of Clark mortgage for $278.00 and 
henceforth look to Walter to repay me what 
was due to his father. 


24 
Wednesday, February 16. 


Went over town, a perfectly splendid 
morning, good sledding, and teamsters 
happy. I was at the bank. I borrowed $300. 
on demand at the other bank, to cover last 
night’s investment. I spent some time mak- 
ing checks for school board and later furn- 
ishing my accounts to be published in the 
Annual Town Report, printed for circula- 
tion at time of the annual town meeting next 
month. I went to Mrs. Ranney to help her 
make up her school expenses. 


Thursday, February 17. 


I went to Mrs. Ranney’s house to assist in 
making school report. I went to the bank 
and selectmen’s office. I was not able to do 
much business. Came home for lunch, and 
went again, paid Pinkerton Academy tuition, 
paid school interest at the bank. Mrs. Me- 
Gregor was there and I obtained from her 
$100.00 as gift to Hopkins Home, made an- 
other report and gave to the sdlectmen, 
came home for dinner. At night Mr. HE. L. 
Gilman was here and audited my school 
accounts. 


25 
Friday, February 18. 


I called again at Ranney’s about school 
report and then had an interview with Mr. 
Ranney about fire protection in this village. 
He wants us to have a part in the new gas- 
oline fire engine that cost West Derry 
$9,000.00. I went on to make other ealls. 
I also bought 11 shares of stock in the Derry 
Realty Company for $32.00 par value $110.00. 
I spent some time at the bank as usual. I 
bought halibut for our dinner and some 
other fish. The day has been mild, some 
rain and some snow has fallen. 


Saturday, February 19. 


After two days of wearing ordinary over- 
coat, I put on again my heavy Siberian dog 
skin, and found comfort. Spent the morn- 
ing at the bank, consented the bank should 
loan $1,000.00 to J. D. Hart on a new build- 
ing. I also took out a Christmas card for 
Mrs. MacMurphy to yield $50.00 and one fox 
Deane to yield $23.00. Mrs. MacMurphy was 
over town in the afternoon to collect rent. 
We had baked beans, brown bread and apple 
pie. 
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Sunday, February 20. 


Fur overcoat necessary. I walked toe 
Church and assisted Mr. Haslam in morning 
prayer. Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane re- 
mained at Sunday School. I came home and 
cooked liver and bacon with sliced potatoes 
and egg, made tea, warmed a pie and when 
they came home, everything was ready for 
Sunday dinner. Hazel came for Deane and 
took her home in a sleigh, and brought her. 
back about seven o’clock in the evening. 


Monday, February 21. 


Boyd and Richards came to Derry on 10 
o’clock train and asked me to procure pro- 
bate court license to sell the lumber on the 
Adams lot. The same train is said to have 
hit a man and caused his death inside an 
hour, the man was father to Beardsley’s 
wife. I was present when the man was pick» 
ed up and taken to the home of his daughter. 
Leora Gilman was here in the evening for 
games with Deane, Mrs. MacMurphy and me. 
Zero temperature tonight.

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Tuesday, February 22. 


This is George Washington’s birthday and 
it is a holiday. I remained at home all day 
except to go two or three times to the post- 
office. I spent some time copying lettere 
of Mrs. Chickering. I read the last Satur- 
dey Evening Post. I attended to several 
telephone calls. Deane went to her home. 
Helene came with sleigh and carried her 
away before breakfast. She has not returned. 
Mrs. MacMurphy had part in D. A. R. cele- 
bration today. Rev. F. I. Kelley also gave 
address. 


Wednesday, February 23. 


I went to the funeral of Mark Terry, 
father-in-law of F. Dwight Beardsley. Mr. 
Haslam and I were called to officiate. <A 
limousene came for me. I afterwards went to 
the two banks. I procured a blank and made 
out a petition to the Judge of Probate to 
grant me license to sell timber and wood 
for Mrs. Adams. I also secured the names 
of Ben. and wife to the petition, it was put 
into the mail and I am expecting to obtain an 


early reply. 
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Thursday, February 24. 


I telephoned to office of Philip C. Lock- 
wood, successor to A. S. Bunton and made¢ 
an appointment to meet him at Manchester. 
I took six thousand dollars and a check for 
$300.00 and went to Manchester, deposited 
the bank money and got $200.00 in silver 
quarters, $1,000.00 in dimes, then visited de- 
posit safety box and checked up the contents 
with Lockwood and came home. At night 
attended Gentlemen’s Night at Woman’s Club, 
heard a reading of darkie dialect, had re- 
freshments and conversation till eleven. 


Friday, February 25. 


Rainy morning, no school. I put on rubber 
boots and went to town on errands. I answer- 
ed letter of my Agent in Racine, Wis., re- 
turning by trolley sound more sensible. I 
read aloud some articles in the weekly religi- 
ous papers. I watched the mails, visited the 
postoffice, made purchases at stores, and 
spent a rather dull day, for thé rain con- 
tinued and the house dark. . 
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Saturday, February <6. 


Rain again. I did not go over town today, 
however I went several times to the post- 
office in rubber boots. Much rain has fallen, 
the ‘brook run over the banks and across the 
fields. I must say my time has not done 
much good today. I have read and written 
by turns. Mrs. Chase called with Mrs. 
Beardsley and Kenneth. Mrs. Chase had the 
two at dinner at her house. I read some old 
letters of Russell and of Jerome. 


Sunday, February 27. 


We went to Church, where I gave morning 
prayer and preached at 10:45 a.m. We re- 
mained for Sunday school. Deane went to 
her home. Mrs. MacMurphy and I came home 
for our dinner. At six Mrs. Hosely brought 
Deane back and took me to Church where 
I gave evening prayer at 6:30 p. m. Mr. 
Haslam being away, I did not go to the 
rectory for supper, but came home and had 
something. 
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Monday, February 28. 


Mrs. MacMurphy and I rode over town by 
trolley, she made some calls and I was at the 
bank an hour. I met Evelyn and she said 
she was just about to telephone me that Rev. 
George Haslam would not be at my house 
for dinner tonight. The afternoon I spent 
at home reading and tending the furnace, 
the wind being strong and the cold coming 
into the house. The wind has abated very 
much since sundown. 


Tuesday, February 29. 


Milder weather, but a fur overcoat is to 
be preferred and so I continue to wear mine. 
Mrs. MacMurphy and I went over town on a 
trolley this morning. I met Ben. Adams at 
the bank to look at papers. Mrs. MacMurphy 
collected rent. In the afternoon I telephoned 
to Abbott and an automobile was sent for us, 
we again went to town. One tenant is owing 
us $86.00 on rent and has moved into a house 
where he is to pay twice as much. This is 
robbery. 
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Wednesday, March lI. 


Comfortable weather only I am burning 
plenty of coal and ordering more. I was 
at the bank with checks for deposit. I have 
decree of Judge of Probate allowing my 
second account in Adams Estate. Mrs. Mac- 
‘Murphy attended the Whist Club at Mrs. Joe 


Henry Low’s house. Rev. George Haslam 
was here for dinner at six, he telephoned to 
9 Crescent Street, and C. B. Chase came down 
for a game. We four played auction bridge 
till eleven o’clock. 


Thursday, March 2. 


More snow fell in the forenoon, a couple 
of inches. Neither wheeling nor good sled- 
ding. I was at the bank both forenoon and 
afternoon and at night Mrs. MacMurphy, 
Deane and I went over town by trolley, to 
hear a concert at Adams Memorial Hall, 
given by three artists from Boston, three 
women, one played a violin, one a piano and 
the other a flute and three or four other 
things. The concert was for the benefit of 
the District Nurse.

Friday, March 3. 


I was at the bank in the forenoon. I walk- 
ed both ways. I wrote to Judge Louis G. 
Hoyt that I should be pleased to buy a copy 
of his latest book, “The Law of Administra- 
tion in New Hampshire” and also his ‘Pro- 
bate Practice with 1916 Notes.” I mailed 
check to Chicago for telephone service of 
my son’s family at River (Forest. I copied a 
couple of wills and Mrs. C. |B. Chase told me 
she is making a will in her mother’s bene- 
fit. 

Saturday, March 4. 


Spent an hour at the bank. At store bought 
butter, corn, wheat and pepper. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy visited some tenants. Deane was at 
Junior Guild meeting in the afternoon. I tock 
loaf of white bread, cooked by Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy to Mrs. C. B. Chase, and exchanged 
for loaf of her brown bread. We had baked 
beans, our own making for six o’clock din~ 
ner. The days are increasing rapidly in 
length and the bright sunshine’s effect is 
cheering and helpful.

Sunday, March 5. 

Bright sunshine, rather cold. We went to 
church, where I assisted in celebration and 
Mr. Haslam preached.

and her mother, Hazel, Helene and Jack 
were there. Mr. Hosley with team took them 
to his home.

Monday, March 6. 


I was at the bank in the forenoon and 
looked up the matter of insurance on the 
Church and in the mail from.

There were eight trust- 
ees of the Savings present and five directors 
of the National meetings were both very 
pleasant and harmonious.

any. I spent a little time at the Rectory 
looking at designs in brass for altar candle- 
sticks, vases, extinguisher and alms bason. 
I had a Scotch with the Reverend. At home 
in the storm, copied some old letters and 
discarded them, one of brother Joe James and 
one of his wife Emma. ‘The letters were 
written thirty years ago. 
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Thursday, March 9. 


Considerable snow fell. I dug out my walk 
to the street and across before breakfast. I 
walked over town for an hour at the bank, 
found mail to be attended to, was home again 
for the afternoon. Mrs. MacMurphy went to 
meeting of Woman’s Club. I copied some old 
letters for the books I am some day intend- 
ing to print. MRussie’s letters from St. 
Mary’s School, Dallas, Texas, 1893. Jerome’s 
letters from Garland, Me., 1903. Characierist- 
ic letters. 


Friday, March 10. 


More snow and snowing. The _ present 
conditions of climate and weather are much 
like those of this same month that I asso- 
ciate with my childhood in this part of the 
county. I was at the bank for an hour, I 
copied a letter of 1883 written by Lucy J. 
MacMurphy of Hanover to my father, urging 
him to try persuading her sister, Mary Ann 
Johnson to remain in Derry, and not go to 
Hanover to live with her. 
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Saturday, March 11. 


I made up my mind to go to the Adams 
farm after receiving a letter from Mrs. 
Adams, my ward. So telephoning my inten- 
tion, was invited to dinner. I went to the 
banks for some business transactions, then 
by trolley to the farm, found the folks 
cordial and had dinner with Mrs. Katherine 
Adams, her son Benjamin F.. Adams, his wife 
Josephine C. Adams, little Bennie and a man. 
Gave my usual $25. to my ward, paid Joseph- 
ine for supplies $106.27, had a good visit and 
came home, passing a beautiful day. 


Sunday, March 12. 


I walked to church, Deane and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy rode. I gave morning prayer and 
preached at 10:45 a. m. I opened Sunday 
School and had a class. Mrs, MacMurphy 
also had a class. We came home for dinner. 
Deane went home with her mother. She re- 
turned at 6:00 p. m. I walked to church and 
gave evening prayer at 6:30 p. m., went to 
the Rectory and had supper with Mrs. Has- 
lem. She read me a letter from her son 
Greville who teaches in Bagno, Phillipine 
Islands. 
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Monday, March 13.

Snow fell at the time I was taking my us- 
ual morning bath and dressing. In my fur 
overcoat I went to town, visited the Davises 
for interest, and the ‘bank for business and 
store for meat. Spent some of the afternoon 
making copies of old letters with historic 
notes. At night dressed and went with my 
wife to Association Hall to hear a lecture on 
the “Movies” and their effect upon the pub- 
lic morals, ete, after which we had re- 
freshments of coffee, sandwiches and cake. 


Tuesday, March 14. 


Very light fall of snow, mild temperature. 
I left my fur coat and took a woolen over- 
coat. I went to the town meeting and voted 
for all the town officers. Mrs. MacMurphy 
went to meeting of Woman’s Guild at the 
Rectory in the evening. I copied a few more 
old letters and added historic notes. Mrs. 
Hosley was at the Guild. she sticks, it is 
quite notable as she lives so far away and 
must drive her own horse. 
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Wednesday, March 15. 


More snow again today, and through the 
day. I was at the bank for an hour, later at 
the market, and bought apples, pears, beets, 
squash, steak, oranges and herring.

Thursday, March 16. 


More snow this morning. 1 was at ths 
bank in the forenoon, and came home for 
lunch, found $2,000.00 check in my mail and 
so went to bank again in the afternoon. 1 
was at the Rectory and gave the Rev. George 
Haslam a check for $30.00 to buy a pair of 
brass candlesticks, a pair of brass vases, a 
brass alms bason, and a brass extinguisher 
for altar furniture. Mrs. MacMurphy was at 
the Whist Club in the afternoon. At night 
heard from Rey. Haslam that Dr. Albert 
Brent of Mahone Bay, Nova Scotia is dead.

Friday, March 17. 


Spent the forenoon at bank. Mrs. MacMur- 
phy was also over town and collected some 
house rent. In the afternoon she was at 
Pinkerton Academy, entertainment and some 
domestic cooking. At night Deane was at 
‘continuation of the same with student play 
and colored minstrels. I spent several hours 
in finishing a copy of the longest of Otis 
Chickering’s letters to me. It deals with 


home matters when most of the family were 
still living and is very characteristic. 


Saturday, March 18. 


I was at the bank about the usual time. I 
walked both ways, and wore my fur over- 
coat. Mrs. MacMurphy went to. \D. A. R. 
meeting at Mrs. Howard Moody’s in the 
afternoon. I went to the school meeting and 
was reelected treasurer for another year. 
Philip C. Lockwood of Manchester telephoned 
to me that a representative of the American 
Bonding ‘Co. would like to meet me at Man- 
chester, in his office on Tuesday next about 
ten o’clock in the forenoon. 
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Sunday, March 19. 


I walked to church, leaving Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Deane to follow, they missed the 
car and walked too, coming in late. I gave 
morning prayer and preached. I opened and 
closed the Sunday School anld had 2 class. 
Mrs. MacMurphy had a class. We rode home 
for dinner. Deane going to her home. At 
night I walked over again, conducted even- 
ing prayer and litany. I had supper alone 
at the Rectory. Bileen provided the supper. 
Mrs. Haslam had gone to Boston with Miss 
Porter. 


Monday, March 20. 


The bank had my time for the forenoon. 
Mrs. MacMurphy visited Mrs. Shepard for 
a conversation on D. A. R. representatives 
business at the National 'D. A. R. Convention 
in Washington next month. At night by in- 
vitation Mrs. MacMurphy and I attended a 
reception at the home of the Prinicipal of 
Pinkerton Academy to meet all the teachers, 
to listen to music by Mr. and Mrs. Little, 
cello and piano and singing by Mr. Sefton, 
then we had refreshments, more conversation 
and some played whist. The company was 
somewhat select and limited. It was an 
agreeable selection and entertainment. 
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Tuesday, March 21. 


I went by 9:22 trolley to the city, met 
Philip C. Lockwood again for the Fidelity 
and Deposit Co., of Baltimore, Md., and 
Chas. H. McComas, their attorney. Benjamin 
F. Adams also joined us and we visited 
safety deposit box at another place, thera 
Mr. McComas took notes on the Central Con- 
struction & Development Co.’s. mortgage of 
$36,000.00 744 p. c. semiannual coupons, note 
and mortgage made to KE. L. Hotchkiss, 
assigned to Frank H. Foster given by Cather- 
ing J. Adams, all coupons thus assigned but 
Foster’s name erased on all. McComas said 
the Bonding Co. would be likely to pay bal- 
ance in 30 days. 


Wednesday, March 22. 


Walked to the bank and back, bringing a 
grandfather clock case, for J. B. Wilson of 
Manchester was here to repair my clocks. He 
spent the day here, was here for lunch, he 
put five clocks in running order and left 
them going. It cost me four dollars. Snow 
fell all day and traveling was difficult. The 
grandfather clock is running.

Friday, March 24. 


The School Board made out a demand note 
for five hundred dollars for me to take to the 
bank.

Deane paid a visit to her parents 
and spent the day. She went today in order 
to remain here while I am gone away to 
Laconia for services. I am not anticipating 
much pleasure, with so much snow on the 
ground and promise of more very soon, but 
duty prevails. 
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Saturday, March 25. 


Made due preparation for two days ab- 
sence, went to ‘Rectory for notices and for 
my vestments, took mileage book and lunch, 
visited the bank, boarded the 12:22 trolley 
to city, went to station, took train at 2:07, 
thence to Concord, and Laconia. Perfectly 
lovely day, snow melting rapidly. I went to 
Laconia Tavern and _ registered, remained 
about my room till six o’clock, then had 
supper, there was music of piano and graph- 
ophone. i . 


Sunday, March 26. 


Arose bright and early, a clock on church 
steeple just in view of my window. I went 
to St. James Church, gave holy communion 
at 8 a. m., back to Tavern, had breakfast, 
went to Church, gave morning prayer and 
holy communion and preached at 10:30 a. 
m. Went to 73 Gilford Ave., and met con~ 
firmation class, back to Tavern for supper 
and to church again for evening prayer at 7 
p. m. Warm enough to sit in open door and 
windows. 
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Monday, March 27. 


Another beautiful warm day. I had break- 
fast at seven, took a train from Laconia at 
8:36 a. m., reached Manchester in time to 
take trolley at 10:45 and so was at Derry at 
11:00. Went to the bank, telephoned home, 


got order for meat, came home at noon, found 
mail, among other things currency, $21.00 
from R. M. Boyd, rent of my house in Racine, 
Wis., at 1131 Villa St. Read of the death of 
Mrs. Hannah E. Patterson, aged 93 years, 
at 1911 Elm St., Manchester. 


Tuesday, March 28. 


Snow melting fast. I was at the bank. 
Walked both ways, carried several packages, 
felt the heat, not much need for fires in the 
house. I copied some notices of Mrs. Pat- 
terson’s death. I copied a letter of Mrs. 
Ellen L. Corwin to Mrs. Susan Hoisington, 
because it contained records of genealogical 
interest to all descendants of Hannah Dustin. 
Mr. and Mrs. McGregor and Carrie went to 
Manchester and spent the day and a little 
pocket money. 
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Wednesday, March 29. 


The snow is disappearing and some ground 
shows. I was at the bank till half past 
eleven in the forenoon. Again after noon l 
made a trip to town and attended to some 
business. I had a letter from Mr. Haslam 
saying he would like to have me take serv- 
ices next Sunday, as he is minded to remain 
in Mahone Bay over Sunday. I suppose I 
ought to let him know that I will take the 
Sunday services. I paid Pinkerton Academy 
tuition today, $357.50. 


Thursday, March 80. 


I walked to and from town twice today 
and spent considerable time at the bank. In 
the afternoon Mrs. MacMurphy had the whist 
club here, six tables of four each, there were 
no vacancies, refreshments were served and 
each carried away a pink. I procured these 
in the morning. Miss Miriam Pullin came at 
night and is here for some work ‘with Pink- 
erton Academy students, I think. 
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Friday, March 31. 


I walked to town and was warm in an 
overcoat. After usual business declaring: 
ownership of coupons, ete., I return with 
overcoat on my arm. Miriam Pullen was 
here for lunch and visited the Academy and 
talked with teachers about the prospect of 
classes in artistic dancing. She went over 
town with Mrs. MacMurphy to see other — 
people who might be helpful in forming a 
class there. Then Miriam took the 4:57 train 
for Boston and Brookline. Her mother is 
paralized and unable to speak. 


Saturday, April 1. 


I was at the bank and stores in the fore- 
noon. I was pleased to find Joseph B. Bart- 
lett had given a note for $1,100.00 and collat- 
ural to our Savings Bank, it means a recip- 
rocity between the two banks. I deposited 
coupons to the amount of $34.00 and have 
more since by later mail. Deane went to 
her home to remain till tomorrow night. 
Mrs. MacMurphy went for rents, she had a 
sewing machine sent here for Carrie Mc- 
Gregor to use next week when she comes for 
a few days.

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Sunday, April 2. 


I walked to church, Mrs. MacMurphy go- 
ing later. I gave holy communion and 
preached at 10:45 a. m. Deane, Mrs. Mac-

Deane and 
Hezel went to their home. At night ‘Mrs. 
MacMurphy and I walked to Church. I gave 
evening prayer. Deane was there. We went 
to the Rectory and had supper. Principal 
Collins was there. We spent another hour 
talking and all walked home again at 10 o’- 
clock| 


Monday, April 3. 


Miss Carrie McGregor came for a few 
days sewing. I was at the bank in the fore- 
noon, and home again for lunch. In the after- 
noon attended two meetings at the bank, 
trustees first and then directors met for the 
regular routine. Nutfield Savings Bank has 
gained in deposits and sums to give promise 
of steady increase, and good feeling. The 
American Bonding Company by attorney 
writes me to expect at once Foster balance 
of $35,667.97. 
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Tuesday, April 4. 


At eight o’clock I walked to station, took 
8:31 train to South Lawrence, thence to 
Exeter, attended Court and Judge Louis G. 
Hoyt gave me license to sell timber on 
Adams estate, and the Register Robert 
Scott will mail me the decree today. I came 
away at 11:46 a. m. and reached Derry at 
2:15 p. m. I went to quarterly meeting of 
Hopkins Home Corporation, the meeting was 
harmonious and satisfactory. I came home 
to dine with the family. Miss Carrie Mc- 
Gregor is here sewing, etc. . 


Wednesday, April 5. 


I received court license by mail and re- 
mailed to C. W. Boyd at Windham. I found 
the deposits at Savings Bank on) the increase, 
we think this is partly due to weekly ad- 
vertising in Derry News, increased more than 
ten thousand dollars since the first of Jan- 
uary. Miss Carrie McGregor is still here 
sewing, etc. I visited Mrs. Adams today, 
found her brother Charles M. Foster there. 
Ben. was running the sawmill like his 
father, 
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Thursday, April 6. 


I was at the bank twice. C. W. Boyd came 
to see me about making a deed of timber and 
wood sale to him. I think it will be best to 
make two deeds. Mr. Lockwood of Manchest- 
er telephoned me that he had check for me 
from Baltimore $35,667.97 and some papers 
to be signed. Telephone call took me to meet- 
ing of Mt. Nebo Council, R. & S. M., there I 
was made Chaplain of the Council and had

Friday, April 7.

Sunday, April 9. 


Snowing hard in the morning. I dressed at 
7:30, went to church and celebrated holy 
communion at 8 a. m., went back to Tavern 
for breakfast, went to church, gave morning 
prayer and preached at 10:30 a. m. Still 
snowing. Went back for dinner, had class in- 
struction for confirmation at 3 p. m. at 
church.

8:36 train through to Nashua. I deposited 
$5,000.00 in the Savings department of the 
Nashua Trust Co., and $4,000.00 in the City 
Guaranty Savings, then took trolley for Man- 
chester, met with Mr. Lockwood and went 


_to our deposit box where we checked up 
_ eleven bank books with $54,511.56 in them, 
_ took 1:15 trolley and at Derry took my bag 
of vestments to the church, and was home 


for supper and birthday cake. 


Tuesday, April 11. 


I took a stroll through the mush to per- 
ambulate the boundary of the timber lot of 
Mrs. Adams in District No. 4. I made a draw- 
ing of the lot not omitting to pass along the 
ditch where the mud is six feet deep. In 
the afternoon I mailed two deeds, signed one 
and sent H. J. Curtis with the other to Adams 
farm for signatures of Ben. and Josie. At 
night Mrs. MacMurphy attended guild meet- 
ing. Miss Ella Eastman called on me for an 
hour or two. Miss Carrie McGregor _ still 
here, | 
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Wednesday, April 1/2. 


Spent the forenoon over town, sent deeds 
to C. W. Boyd, made return to Judge of Pro- 
bate on my license to sell timber. (Spent 
some of the afternoon and all the evening 
making an index to go with my latest book 
of genealogical records. Miss Carrie Mc- 
Gregor still sewing. She walked to town 
and back tonight to attend midweek service 
at Christian Science Hall. Miss Lucy Stiles 
was at the service. 


Thursday, April 13. 


Frank N. Young called in carriage and 
took me to see the farm on which a loan of 
$1,500.00 is wanted. We viewed the inside 
and outside of the house and barn, and saw 
the cattle. I was at the bank a very short 
time. I called on John C. Chase on business. 
Miss Carrie McGregor has finished sewing 
here and gone to visit aunt Martha Nesmith. 
Rev. Geo. Haslam called on us tonight, he 
has just returned from a four weeks visit in 
Nova Scotia. He is looking splendid. 
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Friday, April 14. 


I went to the Davises for interest, picked 
up $45.00, then to the bank, meide arrange- 
ments for a loan on mortgage $1,500.00. I 
went to the market and bought haddock, 
fruit and canned soups, and then took car 


home. Snowed all the afternoon. I gave 
wife the $45.00 for her trip to Washington. 
I finished indexing my book. I spent the 
evening reading Saturday Evening Post. I 
wrote to my son, that we expected to ses 
him and family here this coming summer. 


Saturday, April 15. 


Spent the forenoon at the bank and over 
town. Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. Arthur 
Greenough started for Washington on the 
11:39 train. I saw them inside the cars. 
Mr. Haslam called here about four o’clock, 
out for calls, was going up to see Mrs. Hos- 
ley and tell them of the Bishop’s visitation 
of the church tomorrow night. I spent con- 
siderable time copying a letter written by 
‘my aunt Eliza McMurphy in 1833 to sister 
Sarah J. McMurphy. 
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Sunday, April 16. 


Deane prepared breakfast. We walked to 
church. Mr. Haslam read the whole service 
and preached. I was disabled by a cold and 
could not use my voice. I went to the rectory 
and had dinner, and soon after came home. 
Deane went to her home. Bishop Parker 
preached at night. No class for confirmation. 
I did not go out at night. Deane was at 
evening service and returned about half past 
eight. S. H. Bell telephoned to find my con- 
dition and offer remedy. 


Monday, April 17. 


I went to church for morning prayer at 
10:45. Mr. Haslam in the chancel read the 
service. I went to the bank, came home for 
lunch with bundles. Over to bank again in 
the afternoon, walking both ways. Deane 
prepared the dinner at six, we had beef 


steak and sauerkraut. We walked to church 
for evening prayer, again Mr. Haslam read 
the service and preached, then we walked 
home, so I have walked over the road six 
times. Mr. and Mrs. McGregor made ar- 
rangements to be carried to the banquet of 
the Eastern Star tonight. 
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Tuesday, April 18. 


I went to church for morning prayer at 
10:45 a.m. Mr. Haslam officiating. I went 
to the bank and market, came home, and ate 
lunch. Deane tame from school later. Mrs. 
MacMurphy’s letter and postal claimed my 
attention. I sent her $15.00 more for her 
home stretch. At six we had dinner and 
then went to evening service at 7:30 p. m. 
Mr. Haslam reading the Litany and preach- 
ing a sermon. The night dark and wet. At- 
tendance, nine. 


Wednesday, April 19. 


Walked to town, attended church at 10:45 
a. m. Mr. Haslam read morning prayer. 
Then I spent a little time at the stores and 
bank and walked home. Had lunch. Copied 
a couple of aunt Hannah MacMurphy’s letters 
of 1831 and 1833. 


The mail brought me a couple of my 
grandfather’s letters written in 1840 when he 
was in the legislature. At night Deane and I 
walked over to evening prayer and sermon ~ 
at 7:30 p. m., given by Mr. Haslam. I had 
letter from my wife at Washington, D. C. 
She will probably return Saturday. 
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Thursday, April 20. 


I walked to town, to church, read morning 
prayer at 10:34 a. m., thence to bank, thence 
to garage, took out my car and came home. 
After lunch took Deane to Miss Lucie Stile’s 
school and so around to Mrs. McGregor’s 
where I heard some music, read old letters, 
was paid hay money, thence home at six. 
Drove to F. Dwight Beardsley’s and had din- 
ner with the family. Went to church, read 
litany and preached, undertook to carry Mrs. 
Lucking and children home. Got stuck in 
the mud. D. A. Ring’s horse pulled me out. 


Friday, April 21. 


I walked to church and gave morning 
prayer at 10:30 a. m. Thence to the bank 
and market, took home a lobster, bread and 
a prune pie. Deane came from the Academy 
at 1 p. m. At night we walked over to 


church. I gave evening prayer and preached, 
there were nineteen persons present. I gave 
notices of services for Easter Day. ‘There 
have been two services every day this week, 
and better turnout to all than ever before 
seen in the church. I paid one teacher her 
two weeks salary, the other did not appear. 
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Saturday, April 22. 


Rather unpleasant, cold and damp. I walk- 
ed over, picked up a big load of goods to 
carry in my arms. I dropped a paper of 
sugar, the bag burst and a pound or two of 
the sugar spilled and lost. Mrs. MacMurphy 
arrived at two o’clock in a rain. We went 
over town again for the food sale, and we 
bought a dollar’s worth or more. Again Il 
came back loaded but nothing was wet or 
lost. The outlook for Easter Day, is rather 
gloomy, but the weather bureau predicts a 
fair day. 


Sunday, April 23. 


Mrs. MacMurphy called me at 7:15 a. m. 
I bathed and dressed in a hurry, it was rain- 
ing. I walked to church, gave holy commun- 
ion at 8:00. I had breakfast at the rectory, 
attended church at 10:45 a. m., gave holy 
communion and preached. Deane went to 
her home with her sister Hazel. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and I had to walk home, we had 
dinner. At six I started for church in the 
rain, met Deane and Hazel coming back. I 
gave evening prayer at 6:30 p. m and went 
to the rectory for supper, and now I am at 
home at 8:30 p. m. 
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Monday, April 24. 


The rain continues. I walked to town for 
the usual business, meat, yeast, etc. Got Mrs. 
MacMurphy’s dress suit case, delayed from 
Washington, D. C.. Did not attempt to take 
my Easter lilies from the ehurch. At night 
Mr. Haslam came for conversation and paid 
me for my services at Laconia three Sun- 
days. He desires me to take duty there 
again next Sunday. We talked over the con- 
ference of clergy here this week. 


Tuesday, April 25. 

I worked on my Chalmers till it was ready 
to run, then I drove to the church, there 
picked up two potted Easter lilies, ‘went to 
store for meat, fruit, etc., then to bank, and 
home. At 1:22 p. m. took wife and Mrs. 
Howard Moody to car and they went to Man- 
chester. I came home and made copies of 
old letters. At 6 p. m. I went to town, met 
the car and brought the women home. At 
night I copied more old letters of aunt Alice 
and aunt Eliza, written in the year 1839. 
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Wednesday, April 26. 


Cloudy day, and drizzle of rain nearly the 
whole time. At half past eleven I took my 
car to town, met the clergy and entertained 
them at Hotel Bradford, paid for 12 dinners 
$9.00. Attended conference at rectory, 
brought four of them home for six o’clock 
supper, took them back to church for 7:30 
service, recurned for Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Deane. After meeting I brought Mr. and Mrs. 
Haynes, Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane home 


| and returned for Mr. Bowles, put up my car. 
_ Mr. Bowles is here for lodging tonight. 


Thursday. April 27. 


Mr. Bowles was ready and I took him to 


| church for celebration at 7:30 a. m. Then 
the bishop and clergy went to a Greek Rest- 


aurant for breakfast, there were just twelve 
of us. We had conference in the rectory till 
noon. Mr. Haslam provided a lunch. The 
conference closed and the clergy went to 
their homes. The meeting was very satis- 
factory and all well pleased with the enter- 
tainment of Derry and the related experi- 
ences were mutually beneficial. 
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Friday, April 28. 


The ground was white with snow this 
morning and at times during the day more 
fell, however it melted and disappeared near- 
ly as fast as it fell. Mr. Haslam and Mrs. 
Haslam, Mrs. MacMurphy, Rev. Enslin, 
D. H. Pillsbury held a Peace meeting this 
afterncon, pure routine, no business. Mr. Has- 
lam was here for supper and spent the even- 
ing in a very social mood, reviewed the re- 
cent clerical meeting and was delightful and 
full of stories. 


Saturday, April 29. 


I dressed for my trip, went to the church 
for my vestments, then to the bank, ate two 
bananas, took the 12:22 trolley, went to Man- 
chester, took steam cars, and proceeded toa 
Concord and Laconia. There I proceeded ta 
the Laconia Tavern, and took a room. At 
six o’clock I had supper there. During the 
evening I saw many eutomobiles pass with 
people evidently enjoyment was the end of 
their excursions. The Russian whom I met 
before at the Tavern was there still as board- 
er. 
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Sunday, April 30. 


I went down to breakfast about eight o’- 
clock, very nice service there. At 10:30 a. 
m. I gave morning prayer and preached at 
St. James Church. I took the 12:09 p. m. 
train, came to Concord, Manchester and 
Derry. I went to the rectory and had some- 
thing to eat. Mrs. MacMurphy was there also 
for dinner. We started walking toward home. 
Arthur Greenough called us to come in, we 
called and were shown some very old furni- 
ture and some old crockery, then we contin- 
ued on our way home. 


Monday, May 1. 

I brought my Chalmers down to the house, 
took my garden hose, turned on water and 
washed the outside of the car and wheeés 
for nearly an hour. Found it impossible to 
remove all the mud. In afternoon I drove to 
the bank, there met with trustees of Nutfield 
Saving, seven of us and held regular month- 
ly meeting Remained for directors meeting 
but could not raise men enough for quorum 
for the First National Bank to hold a meet- 
ing. 
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Tuesday, May 2. 


Mrs. MacMurphy, Deane and I went to the 
May breakfast at 7:30 a. m. There we met 
Mrs. Hosley, Mr. and Mrs. McGregor, who 
came down to the breakfast, the McGregors 
came home with us. I took out my car and 


carried them, Mrs. MacMurphy and J. B. 
Wilson over town. I went to the bank, thence 
Mrs. MacMurphy and I went to the rectory 
and got some rose bushes and came home. I 
went over again in the afternoon and car- 
ried 4 inventories for taxes to the Selectmen, 
and home again. 


Wednesday, May 3. 


My car is in constant use over town at the 
bank and store in the morning, went again 
in the afternoon, got money for my ward, at 
3 p. m. Mrs. MacMurphy and I went to 
Adams’ farm, visited Mrs. Adams, saw the 
grandson and his ma, gave Mrs. Adams her 
usual, took her receipt, found. her cheerful 
and cordial. We made a round trip coming 
back by East Derry, calling on the Shepards. 
Home for dinner, 
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Thursday, May 4. 


My car was out all day. I had the usual 
errands in town before lunch. I took wife 
to Woman’s Club after lunch, later took her 
and Deane, went to the Rectory and picked 
up Mrs. Haslam, and proceeded to the farm. 
Mr. and Mrs. McGregor had just reached 
home with team. We went inside, listened 
to graphaphone, giving Margaret Wilson’s 
singing of “The Star Spangled Banner”. 
Came back to Rectory and then to our home. 


Friday, May 5. 


Chalmers tar in service all day, over town 
in the morning. At two o’clock Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and I went to the farm, took in Mr. 
and Mrs. McGregor, and thence to Pinkerton 
Academy, listened to Mrs. C. B. Chase’s pro- 
gram of music by her McDowell classes. She 
had about forty-five in the program. Then 
we took the McGregors home. I went to F. 
N. Young’s for a business conference. Again 
in the evening I went for conference with 
V. H. Moody, F. N. Young and E. L. Davis, 
Decided to buy the Priest property at $18,- 
000.00 and taxes of 1916. 
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Saturday, May 6. 


My car was on the road or at my door all 
day. In it I just went to the bank, returning 
for early lunch. I took Mrs. MacMurphy to 
the 12:22 trolley and she went to Manchester. 
At 2 p. m. I took Deane and Leora to meeting 
of the Junior Guild on High Street. At 5 p. 
m. I went for them and brought them home. 
Mrs. MacMurphy returned at 6 o’clock and 
telephoned and I went the fifth time over 
town and fetched her. I am reading over a 
sermon for tomorrow as I am in charge. 


Sunday, May 7. 


Brought my car to the door. Took Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Deane to Church where I 
gave holy communionand preached at 0:45. 
Opened and closed Sunday School, came 
home for dinner. Deane went to her home 
and back in the evening. I took Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy to church again where I gave even- 
ing prayer at 6:30 p.m. It came on to rain 
quite briskly. We drove home and put up the 
automobile. We had supper and read. 
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Monday. May 8. 


I drove to the benk about ten o’clock and 


found the bank examiners there: Bean, Cut- 


ter, Lyford and the other. I gave all my 
morning to them, and came home for lunch, 


then by appointment went again, remained 
till after three. At night took Mrs. Haton, 
Mrs. Spratt, Mrs. Gilman and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy to Guild meeting at Mrs. Grinnell’s. 
I went to the rectory with Mr. Haslam for 
the time, then back to. Mrs. Grinnell. In- 
vited in to ice cream and cake, then brought 
the party home. 


Tuesday, May 9. 


I motored to town, taking with me, Mrs. 
M. A. Currier and@ Miss Lucinda Carlton. I 
deposited some rent money for the Hopkins 
Home. I was at home for lunch. In the 
afternoon, wife telephoned from town and I 
drove over for her. In the evening I wrote 
several long letters, to Mrs. Lucy Ann Davis, 
elged 94, to her sister, Mrs. Helen Mae Cole 
and to her niece, Mrs. Mary Elizabeth 
Jordan and to the Rev. Arthur Piper, S. T. 
D., of Racine College, Wis. Jerome is taking 
Fellowcraft degree tonight. 


66 


Wednesday, May 10. 


I took Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. Lando 
B. Hardy to 9:22 trolley this morning. They 
will attend meeting of Federated Women’s 
Clubs. In the afternoon I took Deane and 
Rev. Geo. Haslam to the farm. Mr. Haslam 
and I explored the woods and looked for 
maples. We came back and had dinner with 
Mr. and Mrs. McGregor. Deane visited her 
folks. We returned to rectory with trophies 
of woodland, shovel and exe and a tree and 
shrub. Wife away over night. Furnace fire 
still burning and not very warm at that. 


Thursday, May 11. 


Motored to town for the forenoon, wrote 
some business letters at my desk in the 
bank. Talked over the report to be sent to 
Comptroller of the Currency, and the in- 
crease demand from him. In the afternoon 
took Mrs. C. B. Chase and Deane over town. 
I talked with Ernest L. Davis on bank bus- 
iness while waiting for wife to arrive on 
trolley from meeting of State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. After dinner I copied old 
letters written by my father and my aunt 
Eliza in 1833. 
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Friday, May 12. . 


Motored to the bank, signed $300.00 in new 
currency to replace an equal amount sent 
to Washington, soiled, worn and mutilated. 
In afternoon took Mrs. MacMurphy to Mrs. 
‘Brazier’s in East Derry, rather steep pull, 
and my car is not doing very well. Tom 
Mullin called to say something about re- 
maining at the Hosleys. Later Mrs. Hosley 
came to talk about the same. I heard the 
history of the interest Mr. Mullin hes in the 
-Hosleys and the probable conditions. 


Saturday, May 13. 


Drove into town for the usual business, 
went to John C. Davis’, found her at his 
grandmother’s making butter. I took in 
gasoline and oil. In the afternoon took wife, 
Deane and Lucy Boyden, went to Chester 
D. A. R. meeting at Miss Locke’s while wife 
was there I visited the grave yaird, met Mr. 
Martin, who was brought up in the Churcn, 
St. Anne’s in Lowell. Went back to Miss 
Locke’s, had ice cream, cake and sandwich- 
es, came home, had baked beans, then went 
over town to call on the tenants, — 
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Sunday, May 14. 
Drove to church teking wife, Deane, Miss 
Kingman and Miss Flewelling. I gave morn- 
ing prayer and preached at 10:45 a. m., re. 


mained for Sunday School. My shifting fork 
broke and I had to be pulled to a garage 


walked home, had dinner. Deane went to 
her home. At night I walked to church ana 
gave evening prayer at 6:30 p. m. I went 
to the rectory. Mr. Haslam arrived from 
Laconia at 8:00. About 8:30 we had supper, 
a little conversation and then I came home. 


Monday, May 18. 


I walked over town ebout ten o’clock, went 
to home of John C. Davis, received payments 
on mortgages, thence to stores amd laundry 
and bank. I paid up for Christmas Club, 
walked home with bundles in both hands. 
It is tiresome to be without my automobile. 
The afternoon was not worth much to me, 
I was tired and dozed nearly two hours, sit- 
ting in my rocker. We are using an oil 
heater in the library as the house is coo), 
especially after sunset. 
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1 ‘Tuesday, May is. 


“Rain fell in the night and ‘continued “all 
day falling gently. I did not go beyond the 
post office and nearby store. Spent the ‘day 
reading and writing, nothing very important. 
Wife went to town early to keep an appoint- 
ment with a paper hanger. It $0 ‘happened 
that Mrs. Hosley arrived in a carriage ‘and 
took her over. _ They had time to talk about 
the affair of Tom Mullin buying a cow and 
letting the Hosleys pay in table board. 


Wednesday, May 17. 


Rain fell all night and all day long, the 
brook overflows and covers much of the 
meadow. I went over town with John C. 
Chase, intending to go to the city, put in- 
stead remained at the bank while Mr. Chase 
made the Manchester trip. Mr. Whitney and 
I looked over some stocks, bonds and: mort- 
gages end as directed the last investments 
were stamped and signed by him. The oil 
heater is used to make the library warm. 
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Thursday, May 18. 


Partly sunshine and partly cloudy. I tried 
to use one of my lawn mowers. It works 
very badly om my lawn, in consequence of 
the shade trees dropping leaves and twigs 
to clog the action. Mrs. MacMurphy attena- 
ed whist club at Mrs. Stevens’. I was at the 
garage to see my car, it is not ready for use 
yet. I was at the bank half an hour. Rev. 
Haslam was here late at night and we talk- 
ed of Bishop Brent’s visit and the widow of 
his brother to come here. 


Friday, May 19. 


I walked to town and inquired for my. 
machine, shifting fork not received from 
Detroit, or rather the one received was nct 
the right one and had to be returned and so 
we are waiting. Wife went to annual meet- 
ing of the State Parent-Teachers Association 
in the afternoon. Rev. Haslam here for fish 
at six o’clock, he and the wife went again 
to the meeting and at the hour of ten o’clock 
I just hear her coming in the front door. 
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Saturday, May 20. 


I met John McLane at the coming in ot 
the trolley and we went to the bank for two 
hours. Mr. Whitney also joined us amd later 
Mr. Weston to talk over the case of Pills- 


| bury versus Bank. I then took my machine 
and drove home. After lunch, wife and I 
went over and I was stalled on Highland 
Avenue, called in the motor repair man and. 
started ageiin, came home and here had fur- 
ther trouble, telephoned to motor repair 
man, who came and took my car to the 
garage. 


Sunday, May 21. 


We attended church. I gave morning 
prayer and preached at 10:45 al m. I re 
mained to open and close Sunday School. 
Mrs. MacMurphy had a class of girls. Deane, 
Hazel and Jack were there. Wife and I 
came home and had dinner. I went to 
church, gave evening prayer at 6:30 p. m. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Haslam away. Ada Stuart 
played at all the services. At home early, 
reading, etc. 
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Monday, May: 22. 


Telephone notice for the directors to meet 
at 9 a. m., Attended to pass..a vote. Mr; 
Eddy appeared with a Six 30 and most of 
the day was consumed in demonstrations He 
took Mr. and Mrs. MeGregor and myself to 
Sandown where we called on Mr. and ‘Mrs. 
Tupper. We .came back :to Chesier Street. 
Later Sawyer of Manchester took me out in, 
a Cadillac 8 cylinder ear. My day has gone 
without much to show except good appetite. 


Tuesday, May 23. 


Mrs. MacMurphy was up early, we had 
breakfast, she took the 8:15 trolley for tne 
station, the 8:27 train from there, and so on 
to Boston and New York. She will attend 
the Biennial Convention of the National Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs. The meeting will 
continue eleven days. It has been a duil 
day, cloudy end also wet. I was at the 
garage and at the bank. At home I wrote 
several postals, nine I am gure, with my 
home and family on the obverse side. 
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Wednesday, May 24. 


I walked to town, found my machine still 
under repair. Went ‘to the bank and stores. 
Walked home with meat, strawberrfes,, 
squash pie and turnovers. In the afternoon 
Mr. Eddy came with his wife and a Miss 
Barker, we went to see Jennie and Charles. 
The result of the day’s riding and talking 
was that Jennie telephoned me to buy ths 
new “Six 30” for her and I did at $1090.00. 
Then I picked up my old machine and came 
home. Rev. George Haslam was here for 
six o’clock dinner. 


Thursday, May 25. 

Brought my machine to the door, and left 
it there, it is there now, owing to an event 
Mrs. MeGregor bought a new “Six 30” and I 
have put it in my garage for a day or two. 
I wrote Mrs. MacMurphy} in reply to letter 
from her. I sent a black silk girdle that she 
had forgotten to take with the dress, also 
sent a check for $15. She is at Hotel Mc- 
Alpin. Mrs. Chase and Mrs. Beardsley went 
on foot to the farm this morning and played 
golf for an hour. The grass is getting too 
tall, the balls are easily lost. 
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Friday, May 26. 


I gave my morning to cutting the grass 
around the house, it was not easy, for the 
grass had been allowed to grow too tall. 
Drove about town in the efternoon, took Mrs. 
Chase and Deane. Mr. Eddy came back with 
us and tried to adjust my car. I went to 
the rectory and had six o’clock dinner with 
Mr. Haslam. Came back and attended the 
“Play” in the hall. Came out at end of the 
second act, although the acting was good. 


Saturday, May 27. 


I took the 11:25 a. m. trolley to town, 
took 12:22 trolley for Manchester, thence by 
2:07 steam car to Laconia, took room No. 
119 at Tavern. I took a trolley for Lake- 
port, got off at corner of Union Ave. and 
Irving St., called on Henry McMurphy and 
family at 16 of latter street, had pleasant 
visit, made notes of family names and dates. 
Went from there with Mrs. Charles Mc- 
Murphy to her home on the above corner. 
Met her husband and her father. Mr. Dean 
took more notes of names and dates. Took 
trolley back to the Tavern for supper. 
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Sunday, May 28. 


Went to St. James Church, gave holy com- 
municn and preached at 10:30 a. m. and to 
‘my pleasure there were nine of the Mc- 
“Murphys present. I talked with them and 
‘Teceived invitations to make them longer 
visits and stay all night on my next trip to 
Laconia. I took 12:09 train and arrived at 
Derry at 2:40. went to the Rectory and had 
‘dinner, from there walked home. Deane 
‘came about 7:30 p. m. 


Monday, May 29. 


Many automobile men here today, some 
from Manchester, Nashua and Derry, in the 
day’s work both of my autos were put in 
Tunning order, and so far I am pleased. Mr. 
Haslam was here for six o’clock dinner. 1 
afterwards took him home in my Chalmers 
with lights. Deane was with me. I had 
letter from Mrs. MacMurphy who is still 
in New York. The Lucking boy was here 
working in the garden two hours.

I attended two 
bank meetings and came home in rain. Rev. 
Haslam here for tea. 


Tuesday, June 6. 


I was rather lazy and sleepy this fore- 
noon, did not go over town. After lunch 
took out my car, and carried wife to call 
on Mrs. Saurie at East Derry, half an hour, 
ete., then went to Adams farm to give 
Josephine C. Adams a letter I had received 
and opened under a misapprehension of its 
purpose, a privilege I have in respect to 
mail for the elder Mrs. Adams who is my 
ward and care. Tonight I copied a long 
genealogical letter from a Hannah Dustin 
descendant. 
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Wednesday, June 7. 


In my Chalmers I went to town and bank. 
We had dinner at noon. Charles M. Foster 
called and spent two hours here. At 2 p. 
m. I had my car at No. 2 Sehool house and 
took in 5 children, all school children in 
town, had an automobile ride, about 60 cars. 
We drove to Windham Junction, thence to 
Windham Center, thence to West Windham, 
thence by the Mammoth to the churches and 


so back home. We took % on first trip and 
the other %4 on second trip. Teachers were 
here, to hear Mrs. Saure’s essay and receive 
ice cream, cake, etc. 


Thursday, June 8. 


This has been a damp day, some rain: 
falling every hour. I did not go to town, 
however I was at the post office and store in 
the village several times. I also, with wife, 
attended the closing exercises of the school 
in this district. Seven graduates of the 8th 
grade furnished a program of essays, read- 
ings and songs.

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Sunday, June Il. 


I brought the car to the door, with wife, 
Deane and Rita drove to church, where I gave 
holy communion and preached at 10:45 a. mn- 
Opened and closed Sunday school, came 
home for dinner. Deane went to her home. 
She came back at six. I went to town, gave 
evening prayer at 6:30 p. m,, had supper at 
the Rectory with Rev. and Mrs. Haslam, he 
came from Laconia about eight o’clock. 


Monday, June 12. 


I drove to the bank in the mud and signed 
some new currency, bought meat and came 
home for lunch. I took wife to 2:22 trolley, 
she went to Manchester, visited Notre Dame 
Hospital, saw Stewart James’ wife, her 
maiden name was Catherine Ruane, she is a 
Roman Catholic, she seems sensible and 
worthy of her husband. Mrs. Mellows came

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Tuesday, June 13. 


Wife called me to breakfast soon after 
6 a.m. I took jitney to town, thence by. 
steam cars to Concord, visited office of 
Secretary of State, copied petition of Daniel 
MacMurphy to General Court, Feb. 5. 1757 
for payment of loses in war. In senate room 
attended annual meeting of G. A. R. after- 
ward at invitation of Rev. Howard F. Hill, 
took dinner at the Eagle Hotel, with Rev. 
Lucius Waterman, Dr. Hardy of Hz2nover 
and himself, came back on the electric cars. 
Mrs. Mellows with us for dinner. 


Wednesday, June 14. 

After breakfast I tackled the lawn with

‘Friday, June 16. 


Another damp day and Hast wind. I went 
to the Gilman’s and pulled some rhubarb for 
wife to make pies. I walked over town and 
spent an hour at the bank, received payment 
on Walter E. Clark’s note. Mrs. Mellows 
still here making herself useful. Deane went 
to a party at the Boydens tonight. Mrs. Lena 
C. Howe and Mrs. G. F. Willey called on 
wife to contribute to “rummage sale” for 
benefit of M. E. Church in endeavor to buy 
a pipe organ. 
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Saturday, June 17. 


Another wet day with mud everywhere. 
I remained in the house, except for three 
trips to the post office. I hired a jitney to 
take some people to a food sale for the 
church. Mrs. Chase had charge of the sale, 


they cleared $10.00. Mrs. Mellows is here. 
She is rich in anecdote. Deane went to her 
home about a new gown (for Pinkerton 
Commencement. She came back at 5:30 p. 
m. Mrs. MacMurphy went to town for rents. 


Sunday, June 18. 


Sunshine in the morning, took my car out, 
and drove to church. I. 0.0. F. and Re 
bekahs there, 70 in number. Mr. Haslam 
preached. Came home. Mrs. Mellows, wife 
and Deane for dinner. In afternoon drove 
to the farm, four of us, saw only Jennie, 
Charles tired out had gone to bed. Came 
home in shower, put up machine, again the 
sun came out and nature smiled. Wife, 
Deane and I drove to church for 6:30 serv- 
ice. We had supper after service, lighted 
car and came home. 
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Monday, June 19. 


Sunshine in the morning, took my car out, 
and went to town, took in ten gallons of gas- 
oline and had all four tires inflated to 79 
Ibs. pressure, came home for lunch. Rain fell 
in the afternoon and so the machine was 
put up. The afternoon spent indoors. 
drew up Resolutions on the death of Sir 
Knight Frank Adams Hardy, for Trinity 
Commandery.: Frederick J. Shepard and 
William S. Nevins also appointed on commit- 
tee to draw up Resolutions. 


Tuesday, June 20. 


Brought my car to the door, sunshine most 
of the time. I went to town, bank and 
stores and was home at 12. Mrs. Mellows 
useful yet.. In afternoon took wife to Whist 
Club at Mrs. (Guy Glidden’s. (Walked to 
town and took out the new Six, went to the 
farm to see the McGregors, home again for 
dinner, put up my car. After took Mrs. 
Mellows, Mrs. Huntee, Deane and wife to the 
Academy “‘concert” and ‘farce’ in the new 
Six, came home at 10 p. m. and ran the car 
into my barn.

Wednesday, June 21. 


At half past eight Mrs. Mellows and I 
started in the new Six, went to Martha 
Nesmith, thence to McGregors and with this 
load went to: Nashua first, called on Mrs.

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Friday, June 23. 


Mrs. Mellows still with us. Nothing done 
in the forenoon. In the afternoon we went 
to the Academy for closing program, essays, 
music, address, giving diplomas. After~ 
wards we went to town for fish. We had 
fish for dinner at 6 p.m. Cilley Plummer. 
Knowlton came just in time to get his. We 
spent the evening in reminiscent converse. 
He is a good story teller, and Amanda was 
quiet. Ben Adams and Zabrisky sprayed 
the trees around the house and ‘the shrub- 
bery. 


Saturday, June 24. 


I spent the forenoon in mowing my lawn. 
Cilley spent most of the day in spading the 
garden. Wife planted corn and turnips. 
About half past four Mrs. Mellows, Mr. 
Knowlton, wife and I took a drive to town 
for rent, meat and vegetables. I took in 10 
gallons of gasoline. We used the new “Six 
30”, a very quiet machine. I had lettey 
from Rev. C. R. Bailey, asking me to take 
some Sunday services in Revere for him this 
Summer.

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Sundey, June 25. 


'I took out my Chalmers 30 as the top is 
up, and rain is falling. Mr. Knowlton, Mrs. 
Mellows, Deane, wife and’ I drove to church, 


where I gave morning prayer and preached 


at 10:45 a.m. Deane went to her home. The 
others came back and had dinner. I walked 
over at 6:30 and read evening prayer. The 
rain has fallen very steadily all day. The 
jitnies have had a busy day spleshing 
through the water and muddy streets. 


Monday, June 26. 


This has been a fine day, Mrs. Mellows, 
wife and I went to town in the new Six. 
We bought meat, plants, collected rents, etc. 
Mr. Knowlton worked in the garden, cut 


;ome grass. Mr. Boyden will take my grass 
and keep it for his young heifer next winter. 


At night Mr. Stevens called, I went to meet- 
ing of School board at Mrs. Emery’s, there 
were Mrs. Newell and Mr. Cutts. We made 
out orders for school money to meet the 
bills now due, pleasant meeting. 
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Tuesday, June 27. 


Made arrangements to go to the funeral 
of Wm. Clark. Richard Bartlett took one 
car and I the other. In the Six 30 were Mr. 
and Mrs. McGregor, Mrs. Mellows and 
Deane. With me were wife, Mr. Pollard and 
Mr. Powell. We had about 30 masons. 
about half as many G. A. R. men. Masonic 
funeral. At the grave I gave the committal 
' service by special invitation. It was a very 
large funeral assembly. Rev. Bernard 
Christopher read a service also. 


Wednesday, June 28. 
About half past nine, Mrs. Mellows, Mr. 


Knowlton, wife, Deane and myself started 
in the new Six 30, we went to the Mam- 
moth at No. 2 School house where I taught 
in 1865, thence to Masonic Home in Man- 
chester, dropped Mrs. Mellows, thence to 
Raymond, there met Mrs. Henry W. Newell 
and two children, on to the Ladd’s, there had 
dinner with ‘“Francina” and ‘Lilly’, spent 
two hours in conversation, thence home, 
Making exactly 50 miles. The day has been 
beautiful. 
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Thursday, June 29. 


I do not seem to have much to show for 
this fine day’s work. I drove to the Rectory, 
met Miss Brent and J. G. Haslam, the latter 
wes very social. Not finding the Rector lI 


went to the bank, and later he called for me. 
I went home with him, got notices and mile- 
age for Laconia next Sunday and had a glass 
of whiskey and water, and the brother wish- 
ed me to try one of his cigars. The after- 
noon I spent at home except for two or three 
excursions. 


Friday, June 30. \ 

Soon after 8 a. m. I started my lawn 
mower and kept it running steadily till noon.

Deane spent an 
hour with her folks and ‘wife and I with Mr.

At 12:07 I took 
trolley to Manchester, thence by steam cars 
to Laconia, found the heat oppressive. I 
took room 119 at the Laconia Tavern, had 
supper. There were more strangers stop- 
ing over night on their way to the moun- 
tains in automobiles, than I have hereto- 
fore found there on my visits. I visited the 
Public Library. 


Sunday, July 2. 


I had a good breakfast. At 10:30 a. m. 
at St. James read morning prayer and preach- 
ed the sermon. Bishop Webb of Milwaukee 
was in the congregation. He declined to join 
me in the chancel, he had no vestments at. 
hand. He has a summer house somewhere in 
the neighborhood, and as last summer, he will 
take some of the services as soon as his 
automobile arrives. I met Mr. Potts and 
several members of the family who came 
with the Bishop. 
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Monday, July 3. 


I went to Manchester in the forenoon and 
with Philip C. Lockwood opened my bank 
deposit box and took out the July coupons. 
Came home for lunch. In efternoon return- 
ed to town, spent several hours in monthly 


reports and directors meeting. I presided 
in absence of president and 1st vice presi- 
dent. The past six months’ showing was very 
good. Deane went to her home to remain 
over the holiday, our glorious celebration. 


Tuesday, July 4. 


Independence day came in wet, and it has 
been wet all day, making a fireproof sur- 
face for the powder blasts. Mrs. MacMurphy 
and I have been alone with one excepticn, 
our daughter was here for half an hour. & 
paid her $15.00, a quarterly interest on her 
wedding gift of a $1000.00 note. I have writ- 
ten to Rev. C. R. Bailey that I will take Sun- 
day services for him on the 8rd Sunday in 
August in addition to the lst Sunday in 
August and the 1st Sunday in September at 
Revere, Mass. 
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Wednesday, July 5. 


I walked to the bank for an hour’s work, 
it rained and I had rubbers and wa'terproor 
overcoat. In the afternoon I took trolley for 
Adams farm, gave my ward pocket money, 
paid the bills of the family, visited Ben in 
the saw mill. I set out to walk back and did 
walk most of the way. G. Franklin Willey 
called in the evening to talk about some oil 
fields in Oregon that he owns and profits 
by. 


Thursday, July 6. 


I went to the bank, talked with Mr. Young, 
and we decided to loan G. Franklin Willey 
$750.00 on good endorsement, his wife’s 
mother, Mrs. Louisa Adams came to the 
-bank and endorsed the note and he received 
the money. Mrs. MacMurphy went to Con- 
cord to stay, with three of the Shepairds and 
Mrs. Chase to attend a woman’s committee 
meeting. They dined at Nardini’s, saw and 
spoke with our cousin Louisa. She seemed 
to be in excellent health and spirit. The trip 
was uneventful. 
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Friday, July 7. 

Met Jennie at the station; 8:26 a. m. and 
went to Lawrence together, visited Broad 
way bank and Hssex and she had her six 
years interest added. We took a trolley to 
Lowell and visited Mechanic’s, 5 Cent Insti- 
tution for savings and Lowell Institute, add- 
ed six years interest altogether perhaps 


$2500. added. We visited Alfred Sawyer in 
his office and telephoned with cousin Addie, 
Aunt Hilty is at her house. We came back 
‘-home the same way. At night wife, Mrs. 
Gilman, Deane, Lucy and Ruth went to 
Rectory, arranged for picnic July 20. 


Saturday, July 8. 


After breakfast I started my lawn mower 
at the back of the house and continued mow- 
ing till the lawn was cut, all excepting ai 
strip in the midst of which is a bird’s nest 
and three eggs. Kimball was here half a 
day. Deane went to the “Circus” and did 
not return tonight. I was out in auto twice 
today, saw the Circus in procession. Wife 
‘went with me after supper to collect some 
house rents. 
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Sunday, July 9. 


We took Miss Ednah Clark of Washington, | 
D. C. to Church with us this morning. Bishop | 
C. H. Brent preached, I assisted in morning | 
prayer. Rev. Henry Cunningham was there. 
Rev. H. H. Haines, Rev. C. H. Plummer of 
Lake City, Minn., wife and son. The con-. 
gregation was large. ‘We brought a load 
home. In the afternoon we drove to the 
farm. McGregor had gone to bed at five 
o’clock, not feeling very well today. We zot 
some rhubarb for pies and' a root of “bounc- 
ing bet”. 





Monday, July 10 


Made two trips to the bank, had reports to 
compile for Nutfield Savings Bank for semi- 
annual and annual examinations of June 30. 
The last report is better than any previous 
one. I gave list of officers for publication 
in Rand & McNally’s Book. Deane returned 
today. Kimball has spent the day on the 
hard wood dining room floor scraping it 
with a tool used instead of a plane. The 
floor will look very fine after a coat of 
shellac is given it. 
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Tuesday, July 11. 


After breakfast wife, Deane and I tackled 
a much needed improvement. They applied 
soap and water and I paint and varnish my 
old Chalmers car. It took us all day, but. 
when we had finished the car looked like a 
new one. At night wife and I in Jennie’s 
car, went to the Rectory and had supper 
with Rev. and Mrs. Haslam, Bishop Brent 
and three unmarried sisters and Moniford 
and Cummings. 


Wednesday, July 12. 


Another very warm day. I adopted thini 
pants, no suspenders, vest nor coat. Kim- 
ball began to shingle my piazza. William to 
give another coat of shellac to the new 
floor. Wife,.Deane and I drove to the Me 
Gregors for an hour, found Dr. Barker there 
to see Mr. McGregor who is quite sick. Miss 
Ednah Clark of Washington and Emily 
Clark, her niece, were callers after supper. 
Ednah is a splendid school teacher. 
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Thursday, July 13. 


I motored to town, taking garden hose for 
repair, brought back 50 feet extra. Met 
Miss Anna C. Rogers, and showed her my 
administration accounts. I made a couple 
of checks for Hopkins Home bills. Kimball 
shingled my front piazza. William painted 
floors. We are getting back into our old 
quarters. No longer to eat in the kitchen, 
but on the new hardwood floored dining 
room table, and we move up and down the 
front hall stairway. 


Friday, July 14. 


While I was at the bank this morning 
Commodore Haslam came in to talk with me, 
later I took him in my car and went to the 
farm, called on the McGregors. Mr. Mc- 
Gregor is not at all well. He was in bed in 
the front of the house. In the afternoon, 
wife, Deane and I drove up again to see 
them. The doctor had been there, he is 
there daily. We got some rhubarb of Jennie 
“and some beets for “greens”. Kimball here 
today. Com. Haslam gave me a box of 
cigars. 
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Saturday, July 15. 


In the forenoon I took out Jennie’s new 
car, took Mrs. MacMurphy to 91 East Broad- 
way to meet and consult with Kimball om 
some repairs. I went to the bank, Com. 
Haslam appeared. I took him to the farm, 
picked up Jennie, took her to town, picked 
up wife and took her home, back to town, 
left the Com., picked up a 90 lb. block of 
ice, met Walter E. Clark at the bank for his 
monthly payment, took Jennie and the ice 
to the farm and came back for dinner. In 
afternoon used my Car. 


Sunday, July 16. 


We drove to church where I assisted 
Bishop C. H. Brent by reading mornings 
prayer, he reading the two lessons and 
preaching, there was a large congregation 
My new brass candlesticks, vases and alms. 
bason, many person viewed and admired the 
brasses. I opened the Sunday school and 
Miss Helen Brent talked to the children 
about schools in the Philippines, Baguio, 
Bantoc, Sagarda and one other. We drove 
up to see McGregor, his brother William, 
wife and daughter there and Mrs. Jennie 
Perkins. We attended evening service. 
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Monday, July 17. 


This has been a warm day. I was at store 
and bank. Com. Haslam appeared there toa 
talk about Billy Sunday, with whose preach- 
ing he is carried away, spell-bound, tied 
and branded. We also talked. of Owem 
Wistar’s book on “The Pentecost of Calam- 
ity”. In the afternoon I carried wife, Deane 
and Mrs. Guild to the farm. The condition 
of Mr. McGregor requires a nurse. His 
daughter and her husband were there to- 
day. Frank McGregor was there at 5 0o’- 
clock this morning. 


Tuesday, July 18. 


Met the folks at the ten o’clock train, Mrs. 
Carrie Adams and two of our grandchildren 
Miriam and Lawrence MecMurphy, brought 
them to a little party of Kenneth Beardsley. 
Mis. Chase brought them home. In afternoon 
we went to the farm. Mr. McGregor is no 
better, in bad shape, a nurse and doctor 
there. We went to Mrs. William Clark’s for 
a stool chair, for the sick room. We came 
home for supper with the grandchildren. It 


does not seem very probable that Mr. Mc- 


Gregor can survive long. 
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Wednesday, July 19. 


Charles McGregor died about 1 o’clock 
this morning. The doctor R. H. Barker 
called the cause cancer. I took wife to the 
house, returned for ice and meat and Mrs. 
Frank McGregor. I carried up Rev. David 
Jack and wife there, I brought them home.

I remained about home till half past 
twelve. I engaged Richard Bartlett to drive 
my ear. I took Jennie’s new car. Going 
I picked up Rev. and Mrs. David Jack and 
Richard picked wp a load. We attended the 
funeral of Charles McGregor. Rev. George 
Haslam assisted Rev. David Jack in the 
service. Mr. Chas. Sefton and Mrs. Nichols 
sang, “Tenting on the Old Campground,” 
“Beautiful Isle of Somewhere,” “‘Rest for the 
Weary”. Automobile trip to Nashua. The 
McGregor brothers and wives, John anc 
sister and her husband, Carrie and Delia and 
her husband. Service of I. O. O. F. at grave 
and Rev. David Ja'ck. 


Saturday, July 22. 


I took Lawrence over town and Miriam 1n 
my car, they sat in the machine and played 
with the horn while I was in the bank. I 
went to the stores and bought meat, beets, 
butter, bananas and strawberries. ‘There 
was rain much of the afternoon. Mr. Huntee 
came over and sat in my swing and talked 
about mutual acquaintances of long ago. He 
was married by the Rev. William House ten 
years before I was married by the same 
minister. 
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Sunday, July 23. 


Wife, two grandchildren, Deane and I 
drove to church, the traveling was muddy. 
I assisted Rev. George Haslam in the serv- 
ice and Bishop Charles H. Brent preached. 
Mr. end Mrs. Soule there from Boston, drove 
up. The Bishop’s sisters all there. Toward 
night we drove to the farm and visited Jennie. 
grandchildren with us. We drove by the 
Chase’s on Crescent Street, they had just 
returned from 360 mile trip. ‘They returned 
by way of Newfound Lake. 


Monday, July 24. 


I was at the bank and stores, brought 
the Christmas club up to date and over, 
wrote two letters at bank on account of in- 
terest due. Mrs. MacMurphy and Miriam! 
attended Chatauqua in the afternoon. Law- 
rence went to Manchester with uncle 
Charles in automobile. At night, wife, 
Miriam, Ruth and Lucy and I went to join’ 
auto procession, 25 to 30 cars and hear R. W. 
Pillsbury speak on the politics of his state 
and his desire to run as candidate for Gov- 
ernor of New Hampshire. 
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Tuesday, July 25. 


Another warm day, mostly overclouded | 
and muggy. The grandchildren were given | 
rides. In the afternoon Lawrence went to | 
Chester with his uncle and aunt, Miriam at-_ 
tended a concert at Chatauqua. Deane was 
also with us. Again after supper, wife and 
I attended lecture there given by Frederick 
Ward on Shakespeare. Rev. David Ja'ck 
and Rev. Cate went with us. The children 
remained at home. The lecture was very 
fine and worthy of the finest audience. 


Wednesday, July 26. 


Rainy morning and not much better all 
day. Mrs| MacMurphy and Mrs. Gilman at- 
tended Chatauqua in the afternoon. ‘Scon 
after they went Mr. Rahn of the University 
of Illinois came, he is a teacher, but at- 
tended high school in Chicago 13 years ago. 
At night I went with Deane and the Pro- 
fessor to the Chatauqua to hear the Victor 
Florentine Band of 16 pieces. The perform- 
ance was good, about 800 present. The two 
grandchildren went to the uncle and aunt 
to supper and Miriam remained there. 
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Thursday, July 27. 


Another mixed day of little sunshine, fre- 
quent showers, wet and warm. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy, Mrs. Huntee and Mr. Rahn, I took 
over town and they attended the Chatauqua. 
I took in Mary Rogers, she was here for 
dinner and to talk about business.. I went 
to the farm, wrote up newspaper article for 
Jennie, took it to the “Derry News” to be 
printed. Deane, Mr. Rahn and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy are at Chatauqua tonight. Cha'rles 
and Russell, with Miriam and Lawrence, 
drove to Deerfield and back today. 


Friday, July 28. 


Mrs. Carl Rahn is here to go about with 
us in the car and see the town. We were 
at the farm three times. About half past 
four, Mr. Rahn, Lawrence and I went there, 
ricked up Mrs. McGregor and John Mc- 
Gregor and some flowers and drove to 
Nashua, put distilled water in cups of bat- 
tery, went to Woodlawn cemetery and left 
the flowers on Mr. McGregor’s grave. We 
had supper at a cafe and came back, using 
lights on entering town. We went to the 
Hosley’s and brought Hazel back to stay 
with Mrs. McGregor. 
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Saturday, July 29. 


I took Mr. Rahn, picked up Mrs. McGregor 
and drove around town and maide short work 
of it. We had dinner at 11:30 a.m. I took 
trolley to Manchester, thence by steam car 
to Laconia. After washing up at the Tav-_ 
ern, I boarded a trolley and visited the Mc- 
[Murphys again, found Mr. Dean on the, 
piazza and. able to walk. -He was brought 
up -with Frank and William Kincaid and! 
wished to be remembered to them by me. 
Charles MeMurphy’s daughter is a stews 
ographer. 


Sunday, July 30. 


Fasting, I celebrated the holy communion. 
at 8 a. m., St. James Church. Bight other 
persons received. At 10:30. I celebrated 
again, fourteen ‘persons received. Bishop 
Webb had been to a service earlier, he sat in, 
the nave. There was another priest who re- 
ceived. I preached in the same _ diffident’ 
fesling with regard to the Bishop’s presence. 
I had dinner at the Tavern and spent ‘the 
afternoon rather indolently occupied. 
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-Monday, July 31. 


I bought 19 Derry News for Jennie and 
25 wrappers, and carried them to her. I. 
took the boy along and Capt. L. H. Pills- 
Sury. He ‘began to’ make a petition to the 
Judge of Probate to have her appointed 
Admx. to her deceased husband’s estate. We. 
took Carl Rahn to the station and he start+ 
ed for Boston on the 4:57 train. I received 
notice from Judge Hoyt that he had held 
special: court for me, and granted my re- 
quest at once on the American Bonding Co.’s” 
Wyoming Ranch. 


Tuesday, August 1. 


I find cool weather, pulled up the bed 
covering before morning. Miriam and Law- 
rence visited Kenneth Beardsley in the fore- 
noon. Jerome, wife and youngest child 
came from Brookline in automobile. Mr. 
Shepard driving and auntie, Miriam in the 
party. The latter couple. went on to York 
Beach. The baby is a big fellow. We rode 
about town. Mrs. Chase called. Jerome and 
I were at her house. Miriam sleeps there 
and in part eats there. My table is filled at 
meal time with a happy pha ri and I am 
glad to see them. 
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Wednesday, August 2. 


Lawrence was restless last night, per- 
haps indigestion, We rode about all day. 
Jerome got out the “Sears”. He and Mabel. 
rode out in it. Mr. and Mrs. Hamill of Lynn, 
eame at 5 p. m., had been in Manchester to 
visit Mrs. Mellows, They were here for 
supper and [ took them to the 6:21 p. m., 
train, glad of even an hour. Mrs. Martha 
Taylor here to see the children and I took 
her home. Dr. Charles E. Newell called to. 
see Lawrence, nothing serious perhaps. 


Thursday, August 3. 


The children went to the Lake and took 
a swim, except Lawrence who is not quite 
well yet. Some of us rode to the farm, to 
see Mrs. McGregor. Deane went to the Sun- 
day school picnic at Pine Island Park. wo 
boys, nearly men, drowned in Beaiver Lake 
today, a George Hunt and Higgins Hunt, had 
a brother drowned in same water nearly 
twenty years ago. Benjamin F. Adams here 
tonight calling on Mabel and Jerome. 
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Friday, August 4. 


The children and grandchildren went to 
the Lake again this forenoon for bathing. 
About 1:15 Jerome and I drove to the farm, 
picked up Jennie then to town and took in 
Carrie McGregor and we drove to Nashua, 
visited the cemetery where Charles McGreg- 
or was buried, we next called on Mrs. Bark- 
er and Mrs. Foster, went into ice cream room 
and’ partook of some, and returned home 
about half past five. 


Saturday, August 5. 


About two o’clock I started in the new 
six 30 for Revere, found many places in the 
road under repair and below Andover made 
a detour, however my journey was unevent- 
ful till I came to Revere and began to look 
for 159 Harris St. I found Mrs. Bailey in 
fine quarters, a garden, apple trees and good 
yard. I drove through a gate and left my 
automobile under a Baldwin apple tree. 
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Sunday, August 6. 


I had breakfast with Mrs. Bailey and Miss 
Kearns.

the -First National Bank. We considered 
Mr. Beardsley’s letter of resignation and 
granted his request with unanimous regrets. 
We do not yet know if Mr. Weston will re- 
turn. cee 
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| Tuesday, August 8. 


_A very warm morning, 100 degrees. We 
went over town and attended to marketing. 
Jerome, wife and three children went in the 
“Sears” to Beaver Lake to bathe. In the 
afternoon came severe thunder and lightning 
_and wind and rain, we intended to go to the 
Adams farm. After considerable discussion 
we decided not to go in the rain and mud. 
It is very sultry tonight. 


Wednesday, August 9. 


Today has been rainy. However I drove 
to the town, taking children and grandchil- 
dren. I talked with Mary Duffy about the 
sale of one of her houses. In the afternoon 
at 4 o’clock we all went to the church, two 
loads of us, and I and Mr. Haslam baptized 
Jesse Gibson MacMurphy Jr. Edward F. 
Adams, Charles B. Chase and Carrie 
(Pullen) Adams as sponsors. The affair 
went off very prettily and duly witnessed. 
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Thursday, August 10. 


Jerome cut most of the lawn today. In the 
afternoon we eight persons rode to the farm, 
dropped Deane, visited Jennie, then went on 
to Manchester, visited Mrs. Mellows at the 
Masonic Home, that she might see the three 
grandchildren. We came back, picked up 
Deane at her home, and so to our suppers 
as soon as the tea was made. Miss Ella 


Eastman and Mrs. Joseph Wilson called on 
Mabel tonight. 


Friday, August 11. 


We had an early lunch for Mabel and 
Jesse and took them to the 11:39 train. 
Miriam and Lawrence were visiting Kenneth 
Beardsley about all day, or until 4 p. m., 
when we took them totheAdamsfarm. Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Deane went along with us, 
we picked some good eating apples there 
and brought them home. Tomorrow the 
others go Jerome and the remaining two 
kids. We shall miss them very much for a 
few days, and then things will go about the 
same,

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Saturday, August 12. 


We got out of bed rather earlier than us-¢ 
ual this morning, had breakfast. I brought 
the motor to the door. We put the trunk 
on the running board, took in Jerome and 
the two children and Mrs. MacMurphy, and 
drove to the depot.

Went to the house of John C. Davis, 
collected money, went to the bank, soon 
Prof. Wescott came in, set his suit cases in 
my car, we greeted, went outside and met 
Mrs. Westcott and drove home, had lunch, 
later at 5:30 went to town for Rev. and Mrs. 
Geo. Haslam, they had come away in a jit- 
ney. We came home and had dinner. Rev. 
and wife, Prof. and wife, Mrs. MaicMurphy 
and myself. Then Mrs. Haslam and I played 
bridge against Prof. and the Rev. and lL 
drove them home. 


Tuesday, August. 15. 


Mr. Wescott and I drove to town where I 
had a new fore spring put on my car, four 
hours work. He came back at 12:10 for 
lunch and I about 1 p. m., with my car. At 
four o’clock we went to the farm, left Deane, 
took in+ Mrs. McGregor and a chair and 
drove to Mrs. Wm. Clark’s house. Nobody 
in, we left the chair, came back, dropped 
Mrs. McGregor, picked up Deane and then 
came home in time for tea’, about 6:30 p. m. 
Mrs. Wescott and Mrs. MacMurphy went out 
for a call. 
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Wednesday, August 16. 


Mr. and Mrs. Wescott and Mrs. MacMur- 
phy and I drove to the bank and visited 
several stores. I took in gasoline and oil 
for my Chalmers 30. We did little in middle 
of the day, it was warm. At supper Miss 
Sylvia Clark was here, and spent a very 
pleasant evening with us and the Wescotts. 
I heard again from Rev. C. R. Bailey at Bel- 
fast, Me. I think Mrs. McGregor will go 
to Revere with me next Saturday. 


Thursday, August 17. 


We drove to town in the forenoon on 
numerous errands.

Wescott, myself and wife, Mrs. Haslam, 
Evelyn, Helen and Edith Brent. Then we 
had music, voices, flute and piano and bridge 
till eleven o’clock. 


Saturday, August 19. 


About two o’clock we five drove to the 
farm, dropped Deane and took in Mrs. Mc-

ing and Revere, turned up Harris St., No. 159, 
found Mrs. Bailey at home. I took Prof. and 
Mrs. Westcott to the Smart’s (Greeley of 
Derry) and Mrs. McGregor and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy to another house near. I put my 
machine under a tree at the Bailey’s and 
was there for supper and bed. Met Miss 
Cornell there, graduate of Boston University. 
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Sunday, August 20. 


Had breakfast with Mrs. Bailey, at 9:30, 
drove to the rooms of the others, took them 
in, drove around to the Mother’s Rest, and 
then back to church, where I gave morning 
prayer and sermon at 10:45 a. m. then we 
went to “Crescent Cafe” and had regular fish 
dinner. We sat looking at the crowd on the 
beach in the water, traveling and chatting an 
hour. ‘Came on to Everett and called on 
Mrs. Palmer, thence home, and took Mrs. 
McGregor to her house. 


Monday, August 21. 


I took Prof. and Mrs. Westcott to town, 
and they sat in the automobile while I made 
calls at stores and the bank. With the addi- 
tion of Mrs. MacMurphy, we went to the 
farm for dinner, we had music of flute and 
organ and phonograph, took in Mrs. Mc4 
Gregor and went to aunt Martha’s, saw 
Carrie McGregor and arranged trip for to- 
morrow, brought Mrs. McGregor to her home 
and then came home for supper. 
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Tuesday, August 22. 


I took Prof. and Mrs. O. Westcott in my 
car, went to the farm, picked up Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor and Miss Carrie McGregor and drove 
to Nashua, left the Westcotts at the Laton 
House, the other two went to Woodlawn 
Cemetery. J at a garage and had four 
hours work put on the car. We had dinner 
at a cafe and later ice creams at another 
place. We were callers at the Foster’s and 
al the Barkers. Came home. Mrs. Good- 
rich here for supper with us. 


Wednesday, August 23, 


In the afternoon I took Rev. Lucien Ht 
Adams, his son Ed. and daughter Helen, and 
Mrs. MacMurphy to No. 8 School house in 
Londonderry. There were many people 
there, music, speeches, - refreshments, etc. 
Mr. Adams was able to talk with people. 
They talked with him, while he remained in 
the automobile. We were there an hour 
and a half or more, and I brought him back 
and we lifted him from the automobile. 
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Thursday, August 24, 


This has been a dull day, cool and wet. 
I have not done much, answered a few 
letters, sent checks for two bills, taxes in 
Hampstead and telephone «: River Forest, 
Illincis. I am paying the latter for Jerome 
and Mabel. I received $21. in currency from 


my Agent in Racine, Wis., for month’s rent 
of my house at 1131 Villa St. Our telephone 
lines are put out of service by last night’s 
storm. The same conditions a'tre noticed 
elsewhere. 


Friday, August .25. 


About il a. m. took Jennie, Mrs. J. H. 
Goodrich, Mrs. MacMurphy and _ Deane, 
drove to Nashua, had dinner at Bailey’s Cafe, 
drove to Mt. Vernon, saw three of Millie 
Trows children, got a basket of peaches, left 
Mrs. Goodrich, drove to Wilton, saw Frank 
Proctor and wife and Ellal Quigley, came 
back to Derry, took Jennie to the farm, and 
so home about half past six, made the trip 
in excellent time, had a splendid day’s out- 
ing. 
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Saturday, August 26. 


In the forenoon I drove to the bank. Mrs. 
Haslam and sister Helen Brent, came there 
and a'sked me to take them to Hast Derry to 
talk with Marcia Emery, this I did and took 
them back to the Rectory. In the after- 
noon I took Mrs. MacMurphy to call on 
tenants for rent. We called on several and 
had only one failure. After supper Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Deane visited that one and 
made the collection. » 


Sunday, August 27. 


We went to church in my car, I gave 
morning prayer and preached at 10:45 a. m., 
brought back with us Mrs. J. G. Reed and 
her sister, the latter a church woman. We 
had dinner a'nd drove to the farm. ‘Deane 
visited her home, we took Mrs. McGregor in, 
drove to Mr. Frank M. McGregor’s for call, 
drove to John E. Webster’s for another call 
then back to the farm, left Mrs. McGregor, 
went on another call, picked up Deane and 
came home and had supper. . 
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Monday, August 28, 


Rainy day, after ten o’clock we went to 
town, ga've some orders to carpenters at 91! 
East Broadway, went to bank and stores. 
About !2 p. m. we went again to meet Miss 
Pardee at the station. She had two suit 
cases. I found her face not unfamiliar, she 
was here for a very short visit two years 
ago. She is going to Madison, Wis., to take 
Agricultural training, which seems to me 
a little less appropriate for women than 
“Domestic Science.” 


Tuesday, August 29. 


In the forenoon took Miss Pardu over 
town, picked up Evelyn and Edith Brent, 
drove to the farm, Jennie away, yet we visit- 
ed the interior of the house to see old wares, 
etc. In the afternoon I took Mrs. Spratt, 
Mrs. Gilman, Miss Pardee, Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Deane to Marcia Emery’s Church Guild 
meeting, where Helen Brent talked about the 
Philippines and showed native pictures. I 
brought them home again at 5:30 p. m., in 
fact, two loads of them. It was a full meet- 
ing and profitable. 

° 
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Wednesday, August 30. 


We had breakfast about half past séven. 
I took Miss Molly Pardee to the station, the 
8:26 train was there, she boarded it without 
ticket or baggage check. To the farm we 
went in the late afternoon, found Jemnie and 
Mrs. Guild there. We gathered some ears 
of sweet corn and brought Mrs. Guild to her 
home. I cut my la'wn today without stopping 
to rest in the operation. Mrs. C. B. Chase 
was here this morning to say her goodby to 
Miss Pardée before starting West. 


Thursday, August 31. 


This has been a fine day, several times I 
was in town, with the investment committee. 
I visited a new house built by Arthur 
Greenough to see if we could loan him 
$2500. I went with wife to see Dr. Wark 
about sewer drain running through my 
grounds at 91 E. Broadway, took notice of 
the carpenter’s work inside the house, they 
are putting a partition through the middle 
of the house to separate the tenants com- 
pletely. I worked on an index today. I 
visited Rev. Lucien H. Adams. . 
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Friday, September 1. 


Fine weather still, I telephoned to Philip 
C. Lockwood in Manchester, made an ap- 
pointment for ten o’clock, drove to town, 
tock 9:07 trolley, visited two banks in Man- 
chester, had July dividends added to books 
and so back home at 12. We went to the 
farm, still gathering in the hay crop. I pick- 
€d some sweet corn for our own table, made 
plans to take a load of five persons in auto- 
mobile to Revere. On the way home had af 
blowout and changed tires. 


Saturday, September 2. 


In the afternoon I took out the Six 30, 
loaded with Mrs. MacMurphy, Mrs. McGreg- 
or, Deane and Helene Hosley. We drove to 
Revere, and right in front of Dr. J. Stuart 
Moore’s office a 9-year-old boy jumped dir- 
ectly in the road of the machine, he fell in 
such a way that the wheels did not touch 
him, he got up behind the machine and yell- 
ed. I stopped, we led him into the Doctor’s 
office, had a thorough examination, the 
doctor declared him unharmed. We drove 
to the Clisby’s and took rooms, and got sup- 
per at the Crescent Cafe. 
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Sunday, September 3. 


We went to the “Pleasanton” and had 
breakfast, five of us. We took trolley to St. 
Ann’s Church, where I gave the holy com- 
munion to thirty-three and to the beach and 
had our dinners at the “Crescent Cafe”, then 
I went to Dr. Morris, paid him $3.00 for ex- 
amination of the boy, he had not heard any- 
thing more about him. We packed up our 
bags and started for home at 2:30 p.m. We 
‘came back inside 2% hours and were glad 
to get home. The weather was charming 
and the visits pleasant. 


Monday, September 4. 

We had an early dinner, then took Mrs. 
Tyrrell and Emily Clark and went to the 
farm and picked up Mrs. McGregor, thence 
to Maple St., where we saw the procession of 


fraternal and secret orders parade, fire 
companies, clubs, etc. We sat two hours, 
then we went to Frank M. McGregor’s, pick- 
ed up Mrs. Delia Foster. We drove to Henry 
McGregor’s and made a call, then to Martha 
Nesmith’s, there we also saw Miss Parker 
of Reed’s Fery. I left Delia with Jennie 
and came home for supper. 
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Tuesday, September 5. 


At the bank found letter from Rev. Ora 
W. Craig asking if I could take some serv- 
ices for him in October and November. I 
replied asking to know which Sunda'ys and 
stating that I am very seldom without Sun- 
day engagement. At dinner, at six o’clock, 
Rev. George Haslam was with us and has 
just ste'rted for the Rectory at 10:40 p. m. 
Charles B. Chase came down and remained 
with us as long as the Minister. 


Wednesday, September 6. 


The day has been dull, no sunshine, ratni 
and cloud. I did not go to town. My ten 
tons of coal for the winter are in the cellar. 
We have some fine apples. They are the 
Same species with the fruit of a tree that 
was on my father’s farm when I was a boy. 
We called them “sops ovine”, nonesuch, 
“shropsherevine,” but I cannot vouch for she 
proper name. They are red, spicey and fra- 
grant. We have an oil heater at evening to 
warm the sitting room at this early date, so 
cool it is at night, some touches of early 
frost. 
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Thursday, September 7.

then went to Mrs. Foster’s home. spent some 
time there, left her, and drove to garage 
for air in tires and gasoline, and then came 
home. 


Friday, September 8. 


I went to the bank at 9 a. m., took Mrs. 
Adams’ pocket money, came back, took in 
wife and went to Mr. and Mrs. Saure’s at 
East Derry, saw the flowers in their garden, 
went on to the Adams farm, saw the family, 
C. W. Foster arrived by trolley, we left him 
there and came home. I took Deane and 
Leora to the Junior Guild meeting at Mrs. 
Bell’s, I stopped to smoke a cigar with J. 
H. Weston on his piazza, later I and wite 
went to town, picked up Deane, Leora ana 
two St. John girls, took them home and so 
returned and put up the machine. 
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Saturday, September 9. 


_ I was over town on business at bank and 
Store and office. I drove to the church at 
1:30 p. m. and officiated at funeral of Dustin 
S. Darling. Charles A. Sefton sang three 
times. St. Mark’s Lodge of 'F. and F. A. M. 
were there and read their’ burial service. 
Then the Master of the Lodge rode with me 
to Forest Hill and when the procession ar- 
rived at the grave, I gave the committal 
service of the Church for Dustin S. Darling 
was confirmed in the Episcopal Church. 
Mrs. MacMurphy attended D. A. R. meeting 
at Mrs. Pollard’s. 


‘Sunday, September 10. 


We took Mrs. Gilman to Church. I gave 
morning prayer and preached at 10:45, re- 
mained a few minutes for S. S. and came 
home. Deane was here for dinner. At 2 
p. m. I officiated at funeral of Nathan 
Sleeper. Later we called on Dr. Walter 
Sanders about vaccination of Deane, a school 
regulation, he advised seeing Dr. R. H. 
Barker for permit to put off the vaccina- 
tion, and we went to Mr. Hosley and referr- 
ed the matter to him for attention. We call- 
ed on Mrs. McGregor and got some sweet 
corn. 
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Monday, September 1/1. 


Over town about all day. Mrs. MacMur- 
phy and I were at the Rectory. Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor came to the bank, also Anna Rogers, 
also Ben. Adams. In the efternoon Mrs. 
Martha Taylor called to tell us Judith Hem- 
inway would arrive on the 15th. I attended 
two bank meetings and both were prolonged 
sessions. We bought a peck of peas for 20c, 
Deane went to Pinkerton Academy, the first 
day of fall term. She will be expected to 
take Latin (read Caesar) German, and 
French (to begin). 


Tuesday, September 12. 


I drove to town, took 9:22 trolley, went to 
Manchester, carrying from our bank to the 
First National Bank in Manchester, $6000.00 
in currency. I borrowed of Merrimack} 


River Savings Bank at 5 percent, $1200.00. 
Came home for dinner. Drove to the farm, 
and the Hosleys, calling on both. At night 
carried wife and Mrs. Gilman to the Guild 
meeting at the Rectory, well attended, re- 
freshments. E. G. Powell, A. W. Gilbert 
there with the Rev. George Haslam and my- 
self. 
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Wednesday, September 13. 


Went to town with my daughter, found the 
note for $1000.00 paid her the money, then 
she showed me two other notes, one $132.90 
of 1220 and one $50.00 of 1911. I reckoned 
up the interest and paid her $247.64, thus 
closing the account. She talked with me of 
investments, and will be prudent, and put 
the money into as many a's six different 
things. I took Mr. Haslam and Russell to 
the Wight farm for pears. I took him and 
wife to call on Mrs. Lucking and Mrs. Sev- 
erence. 


Thursday, September 14, 


This has been a warm day. I went to the 
farm, picked up Jennie, went on to the 
Cote’s and measured some cord wood, 12 
cords, that I am selling. Went on and call- 
€d on aunt Martha Nesmith and Miss Parker 
and David Coburn, the latter went to school 
with me more than sixty years ago, he was 
born April 28, 1845. I took Jennie to Derry 
and to her home. I visited her house on 
Crystal Ave., with Mrs. Whittier who would 
buy it if he could raise the money. 
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Friday, September 15. 


This is a rainy day, atid warm, a coat un- 
comfortable. I put on waterproof coat, and 
rubbers and went by trolley to town. wt 
signed a bunch of new currency just arrived 
from Washington. Mrs. MacMurphy went to 
Manchester in the afternoon to see Miss 


Montgomery about feeble minded children. 
I read aloud in the evening from “September 
Cosmopolitan”. Jennie telephoned that light- 
ning struck and burned some buildings of 
R. W. Pillsbury. 


Saturday, September 16. 


I took out the new Six, went to the bank. 
Anna Rogers went to Manchester to get 
Grace Rogers to come here. In afternoon 
took Mrs. MacMurphy to our Food Sale with 
her baking. The sale for the Church Guild 
realized $14. At night the two Rogers giris 
were here and I took their receipts ana 
gave them checks for their shares of their 
father’s estate. In the p. m. I took Jennie 
to train, picked up Carrie McGregor and took 
her to the farm, and back to town and home. 
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Sunday, September 17. 


I went to Church at 8:00 a. m., assisted 
Mr. Haslam in the celebration of the holy 
communion, there were 10 communicants. 
At 10:45 a. m. I took wife, Deane, and Mrs. 
Gilman to Church and again helped in the 
service, and was present at Sunday School. 
Deane went to her home with her sister, 
Helene in a wagon. Wife and I came home 
and had dinner. We sat in the yard till near 
sundown, reading, watching the late birds, 
trying to name them by the help of a Bird 
Book. The evening is cool. 


Monday, September 18. 


I took wife and drove to the farm, picked 
up Jennie, returned to Bartlett & Grinnell, 
paid $90.00, $75.00 of it to go to the lawyer 
in Revere and $15.00 to the Derry firm. This 
is a damage claim in running an automo- 


bile over a boy of nine years without break- 
ing a bone or drawing blood from any wound 
whatsoever, but it is the business of certain 
lawyers. Miss Helen Brent and Mrs. Mabel 
Haslam, I brought home for six o’clock 
dinner. They remained till near eleven, and 
I have just taken them to the Rectory. 
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Tuesday, September 19. 

Clear weather, no signs of freezing, every 
tree and shrub green. Usual trip to town, 
After noon wife, Deane and I drove to 
Chester, spent an hour or more with County 
Commissioner Underhill at the historic Bell 
place. The scéne from Bell’s place was most 
charming. The grey squirrels are visitors 
of the walnut trees along Mr. Underhill’s 
line fences. On the way back we stopped at 
the Adams farm, saw Josephine and the boy, 
elso Benjamin F. Adams. We bought home 
a peck of sand. 


Wednesday, September 20. 


' About half past nine I saw C. M. Foster 
on the street, I invited him to ride with me. 
We drove to the farm, took in Mrs. MeGreg- 
or, drove to Mrs. Low’s where she got her 
morigage interest, we drove to Carrie Mc- 
Gregor’s and called for a little conversation, 
next we visited L. H. Pillsbury and signed 
up petition for Mrs. McGregor to administer 
on estate of late husband, then I visited the 
bank. I dropped my passengers. Rev. Lu- 
cien H. Adams died today. Wife and I called 
on Ed. and Carrie Adams and Helen at the 
house this evening. Mr. Adams was 87 
years old.” ' 
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Thursday, September 21. 

I took out my Chalmers car, went to the 
bank, there had a telephone call from wite 
that Ed. and Ben. Adams were at tne 
Seavey garege and wanted me to pick them 
up. Going there I found Ben’s car out ot 
use. I took in Ed., drove to Ville'ge, changed 
cars and took Mr. and Mrs. Ed. Adams tc 
town to see the undertaker and to the green- 
house and to news stand. I took them to the 
cemetery at East Derry to see the sexton 
about a grave. We visited the Pullen rot 
and saw the new granite monument. In the 
afternoon I pushed the lawn mower over 
my grounds. 

Friday, September 22. 
This has been a beautiful day. I have been 
riding much of the time. I carried wife and 
Ed. Adams to town in the forenoon. In the 
afternoon I went to the Adams farm and got 
Mrs. Katherine J. Adams, her son Ben. and 
his wife and brought them to the funeral 
of Rev. Lucien H. Adams. I gave the prayers 
at the house, went with the procession in 
hacks to the grave. Rev. David Jack gave 
committal service and I the prayers there, 
returned to the house, took wife to Mr. 
Cutt’s house to attend a committee meeting, 
returned, took the Adamses to the farm, 
bought back Ed. and his wife and Helen 
Adams, then went to Mr. Cutts for my wife. 
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Saturday, September 28. 


Another fine day, mild and temperate. We 
drove about. I was over town on business 
of the School Board in this District. We 


drove to the farm and visited with Mrs. Mc- 


Gregor. I brought back from her garden, 
some sweet corn, some squashes. She has 
a good garden, beets, corn, cabbage, bea'ns, 
tomatoes, turnips, melons, etc. Her flower 
garden is in excellent condition, it makes 
the place attractive, visitors remark upon 
the lovely situation of the buildings. 


Sunday, September 24. 


Another beautiful day. I took 4wifa, 
Deane and Mrs. Gilman to church at 10:45 
a. m., where I gave morning prayer and 
preached, remained for the S. S., Brought 
Mrs. Taylor and her granddaughter, Judith 
Heminway and Mrs. Jordon to their homes. 
After dinner I took Sarah Bradford, Lucie 
Stiles and Mrs. McGregor driving, to Adams 
farm, called, went on by Gov. Floyd’s, 
Thwing’s, Gen. Derby place, to Forest Hill 
Cemetery and through all parts of it, then 
back by Miss Stiles’ School house, called 
on Martha Nesmith, left my passengers at 
their homes and put up car. 
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Monday, September 25. | 


Spent considerable time on the road, was 
over town twice in the forenoon, took wife 
to several stores and to the Rectory to speak 
with Mrs. Haslam, in short to ask for his 
mileage book. I took her to the library anc 
she tried to find Underhill, the County Com- 
missioner at his office. Mrs. Shepard took 
wife in auto to Windham to go by railroad 
thence to Alton Bay. I brought Jennie to 
station in the forenoon, she went by trolley 
to Manchester and back. I met her and took 
her home. 


Tuesday, September 26. 


I took my old car and went to town, call- 
ed at Rectory, took Mrs. Haslam and sister, 
upon the street, visited the bank, picked up 
James, Arthur Rogers, brought him home 
and gave him check for $367.69, his part of 
estate, took him to bank and he deposited 
it and $300. more in Savings Bank. In after- 
noon attended funeral of Wm. Huntee, 77 
years of age, took the prayers. Rev. David 
Jack the rest. At night took Rev. and Mrs. 
Haslam and two sisters to call on the Sennas 
and Lows and Clydes, had supper at the 
Rectory and Mrs. C. B. Chase was there, we ' 
played bridge till 11:30 p. m. then I brought 
Mr. Chase home with me. 
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Wednesday, September 27. 


About ten o’clock I started out and picked 
up Jennie, Carrie and aunt Martha, we drove 
to Nashua, had dinner with Mrs. Barker and 
Lucile. We visited the cemetery, stonecutter 
Mrs. Bowman and aunt Delia. We returned 
to Derry. Emily Hall came on the trolley 
about four o’clock, so we took her and went 
around the square, leaving Carrie Aahen 
aunt Martha and Emily with Jennie to re- 
main a few days, then I came home. 


Thursday, September 28. 


Another warm day, white dress goods and 
white shoes. I went to town, signed new 
currency, telephone called me to Windham 
Junction to meet wife, brought her and Mrs. 
Stevens home. At two o'clock took Helen, 
[Edward and Walter Adams to visit Jesse 
Sargents family in ‘Candia, we had safe and 
pleasant trip and enjoyed the visit. We were 
home again at five o’clock bringing a basket 
full of sweet corn from the Sargent farm. 
Ben, Adams came with pears and sold me a 
peck. 
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Friday, September 29. 


Ancther warm and lovely day. I took wife 
and sister and Emily Hall to Manchester. We 
left Emily at Hattie Hall’s on Merrimac 
street. We drove to the Masonic Home and 
called but found Mrs. Mellows had been gone 
three weeks, visiting her son and family. We 
next called at Mrs. Donahue’s, then went to 
“Clements” for dinner. I visited C. M. Floyd 
(ex-Gov.) smoked one of his cigars and had 
a pleasant meeting. Came back to Derry, ex- 
ecuted a mortgage for Peter Brunelle and 
Leda is wife to loan them $200.00. It rains 
tonight. 


Saturday, September 30. 


I attended to some bank business, called on 
some people, interviewed the Editor of the 
Derry News, brought home meat. I took wife 
calling in the afternoon, windy and cold, col- 
lected rents, visited Rectory, saw Mrs. Has- 
lam, saw Mr. Pillsbury, he gave me two Hop- 
kins Home annual dues from Mr. and Mrs. 
Horace Berry. Weare going to undertake an 
early breakfast tomorrow and automobile ride 
to Goffstown for 8:30 a. m. Celebration. 
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Sunday, October 1. 


We had an early breakfast about 6 a. m., 
started my car with self, wife and Deane, 
went to the farm and took in Jennie, dropped 
Deane at her home. We proceeded to Man- 
ehester and Goffstown, reached there at 7:40, 
waited, at 8:30 I celebrated in green chas- 
uble. At 10:45 I celebrated and preached. We 
had dinners and drove, taking in Miss Isadore 
Johnson, to New Boston and around. At 7 p. 
m. ™ gave evening prayer and preached, we 
had supper with Isadore. We drove back with 
Jennie and picked up Deane. 


Monday, October 2. 


We drove to town, called at the Rectory, and 
other places. I had several railroad checks 
to deposit, some Hopkins Home coupons to 
cut and turn to cash. In the afternoon I took 
wife again to town. I was eigain at the bank 
for mouthly meetings. The afternoon was 
fine. Last night frost struck the vines and 
put an end to the beautiful flowers, etc. I 
paid an Adams tax this morning, making out 
a check for $623.06, a pretty heavy burden on 
the estate.

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Tuesday, October 3. 


In the forenoon I took Mrs. McGregor to 
the Court Room, to Probate. She filed her 
petition to be appointed admx to her late 
husband’s estate. I filed an account of my 
admn. of the James Rogers Estate. I brought 
Mrs. McGregor home to dine. In the after- 
noon wife, Jennie and I attended meeting of 
the Hopkins Home. Mrs. MacMurphy read 
secretary minutes of Past meeting and I read 
the treasurer’s report. Rev. Haslam was 


named for financial agent to solicit funds for 
the institution. 


Wednesday, October 4. 


I started about 9:30 a. m., took Mrs. Cor- 
son, went to garage for gasoline and oil, 
went to the farm, took in Mrs. McGregor, re- 
turned and took in Carrie McGregor, drove 
to Haverhill, Mass., attended annual meeting 


of Dustin Association, and dinner there, Mrs. 
Corson remained and I took in Mrs. M. J. 
Horne. We called on Mr. McGregor, then 
we came back by the Searles Castle in Wind~ 
ham. I left Carrie on the Highlands, left 
Mrs. Horne at her house and took Mrs. Mc-~ 
Gregor home. 
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Thursday, October 5. 


I went to the bank, rectory, store, etc. I 
sent check for $118.50 to pay for share of 
Manchester & Lawrence Railroad stock. In 
afternoon took wife to whist club, took Rev. 
and Mrs. Haslam and Bishop Chas. H. Brent 
driving to the Adams farm, met Ed., Walter 
and Helen there, and Mr. Foster, gave Mrs. 
Adams her usual $25.00. Next we called at 
the Wight farm, thence to Mrs. H. P. Hood’s 
house, where funds were solicited for the 
Hopkins Home. 


Friday, October 6. 


I drove to the farm and made out Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor’s duplicate report of heirs to estate 
of Charles McGregor for the Secretary of 
State. In afternoon took her, Carrie McGreg- 
or and Mr. Haslam to Pelham, visited the 
cemetery and lots of our relatives. I copied 
poetry of stone of Paul Gibson, copied Mason- 
ic emblems, drove to the Smith’s, saw Caddie. 
Susan has been in St. Joseph’s Hospital at 
Nashua with broken hip and broken collar 
bone. At dinner 6 p. m., Mr. Haslam here. 
Mrs. Huntee came in for game. 
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Saturday, October 7. 

This has been a beautiful day, red leaves, 
blue sky. I was in town, paid $246.62 for 
lumber, paid $88.02 for ‘winter’s coal, paid 
$17.12 for Hopkins Home. Charles Bartlett 
called in his new car and gave us a drive. 
(Miss Couch was with him, wife and I joinea 
them, we drove to Hampstead, thence to At- 
kinson, to the top of a high hill for view, 
back another way. We went about 20 miles, 
had a splendid ride and lovely atmosphere. 


Sunday, October 8. 


We went to Church, wife, I, Deane and 
Rita, where I read Morning Prayer "and 
preached at 10:45 a. m., remained to open and 
close Sunday ‘School and teach a class. 
Deane went with Hazel to her home. |Wife 
I, Leora and Rita came home for dinner. At 
4 p.m. we took Mr. and Mrs. Whidden to the 
Hosley’s, found the Taylors there, house full 
and more than a dozen children. Stopped at 
Jennie’s, saw Wm., Mrs. McGregor and 
daughter of Haverhill there. Then we went 
to Church where I read evening prayer at 
half past six. 
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Monday, October 9. 

I was very much disposed to idly pass the 
morning. I read the mail, and took ai nap 
sitting in my chair. In the afternoon I drova 
with wife to town to see about getting some 
ice cream for tomorrow’s Guild meeting. I 
drove later with Ben Adams to his house, and 
around by Sydney Noyes’s to pay $1.50 for 
saw dust sale, that was not allowed by the 
operator. I also paid Ben the balance $53.79 
on two months account. 


Tuesday, October 10. 


I went to the farm and brought to depot 
Mrs. McGregor, then I took the ten o’clock 
train and went to Concord on my Concord 
& montreal stock class 4. I attended the 
annual stock holder’s meeting. I spent the 
rest of the day copying records in Secretary 
of State’s rooms and returned at 5 p.m. At 
night I gathered the women of the Church 
Guild at our house, and then after the Guild 
meeting, refreshments, etc., I took Mrs. Gil- 
man, Mrs. Spratt and Miss Doane home, also 
Mrs. Haslam, Mrs.Seeler and Miss Porter. 
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Wednesday, October 11. 

I telephoned to Manchester, took Jennie and 
drove my new Six to Elm Street, got hold of 
Philip C. Lockwood and entered October in- 
terest to two banks, came back to Derry, 
entered more interest and was ait the bank 
when wife telephoned me that a McMurphy ot 
Laconia was here. I came home and found 
the G. A. R. man, Henry McMurphy, we kept 
him for dinner. At night we took him driv- 
ing to see the town and were out till half 
past nine. We are just home again. 


Thursday, October 12. 


Henry McMurphy was up bright and early 
this morning, we had breakfast. Then I took 
him and Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane and 
drove to the farm, we dropped Deane and 
took in Mrs. McGregor, then we drove to 
Sedley Lowd’s in Londonderry, where Mrs. 
Lowd greeted her “uncle Henry” joyously. 
We spent half an hour there, Mr. Lowd not 
very strong, (he was in 21 battles of the 
Civil War). We left uncle Henry there and 
came home for dinner. Deane back again. 
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Friday, October 13. 


In the forenoon I took wife to Mrs. Shep- | 
ards, Miss Emery’s Miss Bradley to wash 
up a tenement, then went on and invited Mrs. 
Adams to ride with me to D. A. R. meeting 
at Mrs. Harriet Pillsbury’s, but she said nay, 
for Ben. and Josie have gone to Helnover 
and she must stay at home. Tonight we were 
invited guests of Mr. and Mrs. L. B. Hardy et 
the supper in Association. Hall. Deane stay- 
€d with Mrs. Hardy’s mother while we were 
at supper. ‘The entertainment was: all that : 
could be desired. 


Saturday, October 14. 


The sun shines clear and the outlook is 
beautiful, but I put my overcoat on every 
time I sallied forth. I took Mrs. L. B. Hardy 
and Mrs. MacMurphy to D. A. R. meeting at 


Mrs. Rosecrans W. Pillsbury’s house at 2 p. 
m. There were many women there. I went 
for them at 5 p.m. Ladies took friends along 
rather to the alarm of the hostess. However 
a little skirmishing’ supplied the necessaries 
The report about Henry Moore, husband of 
Hattie Gibson, is that he is in al dying con- 
dition at his home in Woodville, Mass. 
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Sunday, October 15. 


We drove to Church where I assisted Mr. 
Haslam in the morning service and in Sun- 
day School. Deane went home with her 
folks. Wife and I came home for dinner 
Late in the afternoon we drove to the farm, 
called on Jennie and went to the Hosleys. 
We picked up Deane, went to Church where L 
took part in the evening service, then we 
came home and put up the car. Evans and 
Blodgett buildings burned last night soon 
after nine. 


Monday, October 16. 


I started about half past seven, took wife 
and Miss Bradley to cottage, where the latter 
cleansed paint, etc. I went to farm, brought 
Jennie to 9:20 trolley for Manchester. I spent 
time running around w'th wife to the rectory, 
to Capt. L. H. Pillsbury’s, to Whidden’s. I 
came home for lunch. Then brought Mrs. 
Gilman to the telephone, went over town, 
picked up Jennie at 3 p. m. from Manchester 
carried her to the farm, wife along, came 
back, picked up the scrub woman, paid her 
for her work, $1.70 and so home for dinner 
at six o’clock. 
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Tuesday, October 17. 


Raw wind but not freezing. I went to town 
several times with wife. Williams at work 
on No. 6 Manning Street, family expected 
to occupy soon. 91! E. Broadway not ready 
for tenants, plastering, papering and painting 
to be done yet. Deane attends sophomore re- 
ception at Pinkerton Academy tonight. Steam 
heat for the first time this season, last year, 
had steam September 19th but warm weather 
some weeks later. Miss Sylvia Clark here to 
talk about board and room with us later. 


Wednesday, October 18. 


About half past nine I went to the farm, 
brought Jennie to the bank where she trans- 
ferred the deposit of her late husband to her 
own account. I brought her home to lunch 
with wife and me. About 1:30 p. m. we 
started for Nashua and there we made a few 
calls, one at St. Joseph’s Hospital where we 
saw Miss Susan M. Smith in bed, her broken 
hip in a cast where it has been six weeks, 
she has a broken collar bone, now nearly 
healed. We came back before dark and had 
dinner. 
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Thursday, October 19. 


We drove to town about 10 a. m. While 
wife and I were on the street it began to rain 
and it rained all day without intermission, 
In the afternoon I took wife to Mrs. Leons 
ard’s to the meeting of Whist Club, and about 
5 p. m. went again and brought her home. 1 
paid the teachers salaries, paid interest on 
‘school notes, paid Dr. Tower for care of Mr. 
Foster. Jennie heard that John R. Goodrich 
went to see the Moores at Woodville, Mass 
last Sunday and reports Mr. Moore is failing. 


Friday, October 20. 


I went to the farm and brought Jennie to 
the trolley, 10:22 for Manchester. I made 
some calls, got fish for dinner and returned. 
I went again in the afternoon, wife and 
Deane along, picked up the 3 p. m. trolley and 
took Jennie to her home. I spent some time 
at a garage trying to remedy a squeak. Today 
the mercury in the shade on my' piazza stood 
at 74 degrees about all day. I am in per- 
spiration now.

Saturday, October 21. 


This has been like summer. [I have spent 
much time on the road with machine. I pick- 
ed up the appraisers for Jennie, took them to 
the farm, their report may be found at the 
end of this book. I returned them, had re- 
port acknowledged before a Justice, and 
mailed the Inventory to Register of Probate. 
I picked up Emily S. Hall at station, she and 
Russie here for dinner. I took Emily to the 
farm to be with Jennie tonight. No overcoat 
needed to drive in the night. 


Sunday, October 22. 


We drove to Church where I read Morning 
Prayer and preached at 10:45 a. m. I and the 
others remained for Sunday School and then 
Mrs. Gilman and Mrs. Spratt returned and 
wife, we had dinner. We next drove to town 
and took in Mr. and ‘Mrs. Bomd and girl and 
made excursion by Karr’s' corner, Wight place 
Beaver Lake, Five Corners, Wm. H. Thwing’s, 
Noyce’s, the State Road, Pumping Station and 
returned the Bonds. We went to the farm, 
visited there, Jennie, Carrie and Emily. We 
picked up Deane, went to Church where I 
read Evening Prayer at half past six. 
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Monday, October 23. 
My furnace fire continues, it has not been 
out since the day I started up steam. I was 


in town only in the forenoon, wife with me 
to make some calls. I made agreement with 


Pollard’s Auto Co., of Nashua to get service 
there tomorrow morning. Today in conver- 
sation found Harry Spalding of this town is 
grandson of Elizabeth Gibson of Pelham’, 
she was daughter of Dea. Barnabus Gibson. 
He would be pleased to have me take him in 
my automobile to Gibson Hill. 


Tuesday, October 24. 


About half past seven had breakfast and 
soon after eight drove to the farm, took up 
Jennie and Emily and drove to Nashua, went 
to Pollard’s garage and spent three hours 
taking the transmission out of my car, found 
the trouble in ball bearings. We went to 
Bailey’s Cafe for dinner, paid short visit to 
the dissected car, then took 1:45 p. m. trolley 
for Goffs Falls and Derry. The trip was with- 
out incident of note, and yet without dufi- 

ness. 
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Wednesday, October 25. 


I walked to town and back in the forenoon 
and looked after the bank interests, etc. At 
noon Curtis telephoned me that the mail 
brought some papers to be looked over and 
signed relative to Atlanta & Birmingham 
bonds. And so I walked to town a second 
time. Wife walked to town also. Mrs. Has- 
lam called at six o’clock on his way to Mc- 
Caully’s for supper. Mrs. Chase called in 
the evening. James McGregor told me his 
brother Frank has died, funeral to be to- 
morrow at Forest Hill. 


Thursday, October 26. 


I telephoned to Nashua and found out my 
auto was ready for use, and I said we would 
go for it at noon. HEmily, Jennie and I went 
by trolley, we had dinner at Bailey’s then at 
garage learned of breaking an axle by the 
trial of my car, so we had to leave it. We 
went by trolley to McCann’s crossing then 
walked to the old great grandfather place, 
James Gibson’s, we looked about the cellar 
and well. We took trolley for Salem and 
came home at 4:30 p. m. well pleased with 
‘the Gibson Hill excursion. Emily picked a 
bunch of catnip on the hill. 
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Friday, October 27. 


See my manuscripts on trip to Gibson Hili 
in Pelham 42 years ego today. The house 
and barn standing and things in the house. 
Today I started my old car, took Jennie and 
Emily about 2 p. m., went to Adams farm, 
called on Mrs. Katherine J. Adams, suffering 
from “facial paralysis” she said. We con- 
tinued on to Rogers farm, looked around. 
Anna has bought the old Waterman farm next 
100 acres and buildings, is cutting the hay 
now. Mrs. MacMurphy at club this afternoon, 
and at hall tonight preparing for “Fair”. 


Saturday, October 28. 


I telephoned to Nashua and learned that 
my automobile awaited me so at 10:22 I took 
trolley, reached there about 11:35 a. m. and 
got my car, then had dinner at “Bailey’s 
Cafe” and came home. At 2:30 p. m. took 
wife and Deane to the Church Fair, went to 
the ‘Rectory and picked up the “Commodore” 
and took him to the Fair, we had “tea” there 
and I returned him, then I picked up Leora, 
Rita, Mrs. Gilman and wife and brought them 
back. 
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Sunday, October 29. 


I took wife, Mrs. Gilman, Rita and two | 
Lucking girls to Church where I read Morn- 
ing Prayer and preached: at 10:45. Opened 
and closed Sunday School. Then we brought 
them home and wife and I had dinner. Later 
we drove to the farm, picked up Jennie and 
Emily and drove to the Hosley’s, dropped 
wife and went to call on Aunt Martha, came 


back, took in wife, came to farm and dropped 
Jennie and Emily, then came to town, wife 
called on Miss Lucie Stiles. I read Evening 
Prayer, had a cup of tea and bread. 


Monday, October 30. 


This has been a fine day, about as warm 
as summer. I went to the farm and took 
Jennie and Emily to the 10:22 trolley and 
they went to Manchester. I gave C. M. Foster 
a ride to the farm. Later I took wife, visited 
Mrs. H. P. Hood, went to the Adams farm and 
visited the family. Mrs. Katherine J. Adams 
came over town to see Dr. F. A. Tower who 
recommended a tonic for her, but she did not 
think she needed it. 
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Tuesday, October 31. 


There has been no sunshine today, neither 
has there been rain, and the temperature is 
very mild. Isadore Johnson sent me a 
$10.00 check for my day’s work at Goffstown 
the Ist. I took wife to East Derry to Marcia 


Emery’s to the Woman’s Club. I brought her 
home three hours later. I made a! plan of 
the Gibson farm on the hill in Pelham from 
the deed of September 16, 1767. I read “The 
Two Captains” of Alexander Dumas, yester- 
day and today. 


n Wednesday, November 1. 


Today began wet, but the sun came out in 
the afternoon. I drove to town with wife in 
the morning. I spent the time at bank, she 
making calls. Mrs. Frank Burbank came to 
bank with $15.00 interest on husband’s' note 
for wife, she endorsed it. We came home 
for lunch, I wrote to Caddie Smith, offering 
$500.00 for the old great grandfather land on 
Gibson Hill. I wrote to Frank M. Stuart in. 
the Mass. General Hospital, he had sent me 
postal picture of the Hospital. 
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Thursday, November 2. 


Fine weather, but steam heat in the house 
and overcodt out doors were not uncomfort- 
able. I took Jennie and Emily, wife, Mrs, 
Campbell and Mrs. Huntee to Bast Derry, 
dropped the whist players at Mrs. Head’s 
house, went to the Henry Herrick place, 
we spert an hour there, came back and re- 
turned Jennie and Emily to the farm. At 
night took wife, Deane, Mrs. Spratt, Mrs. Gil- 
man atid Leora to parish meeting, heard re- 
ports of .vestry and guilds elected offices 
and delegate to convention, had refresh- 
ments and brought our party home. 


Friday, November 3. 


Showérs in the forenoon, partly clear after 
noon. I took Mrs. MacMurphy over town, 1 
paid another carpenter’s bill on my 91 Hast 
Broadway house, $75.95. The plastering is 
being done now by Mr. Page. I found time 
to do scme writing. I paid $5.75 for apples 
and freight to Chicago for Jerome and the 
children. I read aloud at night to wife and 
Deane, stories from the last “Saturday Even- 
ing Post’. I have taken this paper many 
years. 
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Saturday, November 4. 


I went to the bank and then to the Adams 
farm, found Helen Adams there as Ben. and 
wife had gone to Springfield to see a ball 
game. I gave Mrs. Adams $25.00. In the 
afternoon I took 3:2 trolley to Manchester 
and Goffstown, had supper with Mrs. Isadore 
Johnson and lodged there. Slept in cold 
room, she has not yet started a furnace fire. 
I had a history of the Church affairs from 
her, she is a very sweet tempered member 
if the church and does her duty. 


‘Sunday, November 5. 


I went to Church and had a celebration 
with server and lights at 8:30 a.m. then had 
breakfast with Miss Johnson. At 10:45 I 
celebrated in full wolored vestments, server, © 
lights, etc., and preached. I then went to 
Miss Johnson’s and had chicken dinner. She 
paid me $7.00 for my services and I came 
away. There was snow on the ground and 
hills in Goffstown, I reached home about half 
past four, found my wife at the door. 
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Monday, November 6. 


Had an appointment with John R. Me 
Lane and John C. Chase at the bank to see 
about attending court at Portsmouth Wed- 
nesday to try the case with R. W. Pillsbury 
the former treasurer. At 2p. m. I brought 
Emily and Jennie to town on their business 
and pleasure. At 3 p. m. attended monthly 
meeting of trustees of the Nutfield Savings 
Bank. At 4 p. m. attended monthly meeting 
of directors of the First National Bank. Con- 
siderable talk over the probable result of 


presidential elections tomorrow. 


Tuesday, November 7. 


I walked to town this day, legal holiday, 
and voted, about 1725 voters on check list 
and voting general. In afternoon drove to 
town, called on Jennie and Emily, took them 
driving, wife and I, called on Mrs. Hagendef- 
for, Miss Nesmith and Miss Parker, picked up 
Miss Stiles and gave her a ride. I saw the 
bank trustees and made arrangement for con- 
veying us five to Portsmouth by automobile 
tomorrow to attend Court. The day has been 
very pleasant, sunshine prevailed all day.

Wednesday, November 8. wy) 


Mr. Garvin came about 8 a. m. and took 
jn auto, myself, John C. Chase, Edwin N. 
Whitney, James H. Weston and Harold J. 
Curtis to Portsmouth. There we joined 
Sherman S. Burroughs and John R. McLane, 
and met Rosecrans W. Pillsbury, John H. 
Bartlett and Herbert L. Grinnell. A jury of 
12 was impanneled. McLane presented the 
case of Nutfield Bank against Rosecrans W. 
Pillsbury, then I was sworn as treasurer 
and testified, adjourned, the other witnesses 
are to testify tomorrow. 


Thursday, November 9. 


I have had a busy day, driving to and from 
town.

I took wife to D. A. R. meeting and 
went to the Rectory where I had a marriage 
service, one Wilfred Duvarney 19 to one 
Madeline Durocher 18. Mr. and Mrs. C. B. 
Chase and a cousin Miss Underhill were here 
for six o’clock dinner of baked beans, brown 
bread and apple pie. They spent the even- 
ing with us in social manner and have just 
gone 9:30 p. m.

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Sunday, November 12. 


Three from the Gilmans and three from 
here went in auto to Church where I gave 
Mecrning Prayer and preached at 10:45 a. m., 
conducted Sunday School and then I brought 
back seven beside myself.

Wednesday, November 15. 


Soon after breakfast the Assistant Cashier 


over the telephone asked me if I should be 


very busy this morning, if not could I go to 
Manchester. I took auto in snow to bank, 


took a package of $6,000.00 on trolley to the 


First National Bank in Manchester and re- 
turned, picked up wife and drove home for 
late lunch. Walter E. Clark paid $10.00 and 
interest on his mortgage note. I received 
check for 1st dividend on my stock in Boston 
Elevated Ry. 
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._Thursday, November 16. 


I drove to town and up to the farm, called 
cn Mrs. Mary Duffy, got her interest, $8.31 
in her little bank, the individual bank is a 
convenient box.

I motored to town alone and spent my time 
at the bank and talking with Emily and Jen- 
nie just before they took the 11:22 trolley 
cut. Emily to get off at Goffs Falls and go 
to Nashua; Jennie to continue to Manchester, 
Emily may stay over night at Nashua and to- 
morrow proceed to Boston. Jennie came back 
before dark as I heard from her by telephone. 
I am expecting to go to Concord tomorrow to 
altend the Annual Diocesan Convention, wife 
also. 


Tuesday, November 21. 


Wife and I started from home at 7:35 a. m., 
took trolley to station, took 8:00 a. m. for 
Concord, attended the opening of Convention. 
I had dinner with Rev. and Mrs. Howard F. 
Hill. I remained till 4 p. m, wife started at 
2:07 p. m. She was in Derry at 5 and I at 
7. The day has been cold. Wife and Deane 
put alcohol in radiator of car. I, as soon as 
I arrived, started the engine, warmed the 
machine and mixed the. alcohol. 
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Wednesday, November 22. 


Wife and I went to town, called on Mrs. 
Dana Chase about some repairs, called at No. 
6 Manning Street to see fire damage to house, 
small matter, called on two fire insurance 
agents to make adjustments, etc., called on 
carpenter for estimated damage, called ct 
bank, got rent from tenant HE. C. Clark, call- 
é€d on John Goodrich to find out best way to 
zo to Woodville, Mass., in case we decide to 
go to funeral of H. C. Moore tomorrow, not 
yet ready to say whether will go. 


Thursday, November 23. 


We decided to drive down to Woodville, 
Mass., and attend the funeral of Henry C 
Moore, wife and I took John Goodrich and 
went to the farm, picked up Jennie, drove to 
‘Nashua, thence through Chelmsford, Sudbury, 
Concord, etc., and arrived at Woodville before 
2 p. m., had coffee, sandwich, cake) etc.

! rained hard, mud puddles, and driving heavy. 
Jennie stays with us. 
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Friday, November 24. 


I took Jennie to town, she spent an hour 
at a dentist’s office and I at the bank. I at- 
tended to the adjustment of fire damage and 
agreed to take $38.000 dollars on the judg-. 
ment of Mr. Lynth the carpenter. I then took 
Jennie up to the farm, her cbal fires were all 
burned out, but the house not very cold. 1 
received a month’s rent $21.00 from my agent 
in Racine, Wis., on my house at 1131 Villa 
Street. 


Saturday, November 25. 


Rather cold weather. I drove to town and 
signed new currency $300.00, bought a quart 
of denatured alcohol and put it in the radiator 
of my car as protection against freezing. 
Spent the afternoon at home, started the en- 
gine once for heat and thickly covered the . 
same ‘with blanket and fur overcoat. Looked 
up sermon for tomorrow, read aloud from the 
evening papers to wife and Deane, also read 
aloud Saturday Evening Post. 
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Sunday, November 26. 


. Freezing weather all day. I started my 
machine, took wife, Deane and Rita to church 
where I gave Morning Prayer and preached 
at 10:45. Conducted Sunday School, etc. 
Deane went to her home. Wife and I came 
home and had dinner. At night I walked to 
Church, gave Evening Prayer at 6:30. Then 
I. went to the Rectory and had supper with 
Rev. and Mrs. Haslam. Then I came home 
on foot about 9 p. m. Deane had returned. 


Monday, November 27. 


Rather milder today. I drove about being 
over town twice. I went to the farm and 
‘brought Mrs. McGregor down for an hour 
to make purchases, wife and I went home 
with her. L. H. Pillsbury came to see me 
about half past one to talk over some plans 
to interest churches, societies and clubs in 
the Hopkins Home, printed circulars may be 
sent to them inviting assistance. 
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Tuesday, November 28. 


- Rather mild and cheering. Drove to town 
with wife, left order for printing letter heads 
and envelopes at Derry News Office, the Hop- 
kins Home business. . We called on Mrs. 
Mary E. Kincaid about the order. In after- 


noon we drove to the farm to see the section 
hands burn’ a strip of grass along} the rail 
road and on the field adjoining. This is done 
as a protection against fires from the engines 
of passing trains. Read a volume of Mark 
Twain. . 


Wednestlay, November 29. 


Another mild day, much like summer, 
doors open, no real need for gloves or over~ 
coats, most people without them on the street. 
I drove to town twice, wife with me. I got 
20 lbs. of sugar for $1.55 and mention this 
here for future reference. I took Mr. Stuart 
‘viding and carried him home. I gave Mr 
‘Haslam a ride. I have read aloud a hundred 
pages of “The Innocents Abroad” of Mark 
Twain, Harper’s Magazine one year and 25 
volumes of Mark Twain, $23. 
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Thursday, November 30. 


A rainy Thanksgiving: Wife, Deane and I 
drove to church for 10:15 service. We closed 
the curtains on the automobile. We next 
drove to the farm and left Deane. We took 
in Mrs. McGregor and returned to this: house 


to stay till l p.m. Then we drove to Mr. and 

Mrs. Chase’s housé, a Miss Underhill, teacher, 

was there. We had the usual New England 

Thanksgiving dinner, we visited the house 

of 16 rooms across the street. Later we 

drove to the farm and left Mrs. McGregor. 
Friday, Deeémber 1. 

A little coldér, ground bare and unfrozen. 
We went to town by auto in the forenoon. We 
made purchases for the dinner, fish, etc.

I walked over town to the bank and was 
there till Jennie came down. at noon. , We 
We took 12:22 trolley to Goffs Falls and 
thence to Nashua, there we boarded an Am- 
herst St. car to a cemetery, and saw a new 
double monument to Charles McGregor and 
his first wife Emma Proctor, it. was in fine 
condition, and satisfactory. Being cold we 
hastened back by the same lines of cars and 
reached, Derry soon after 4 p.m. Jennie went 
home in a jitney and I came by trolley. I had 
been without dinner and relished baked 
beans. 


Sunday, December 3. 


No snow but cold. I took wife and Deane, 
drove to church, assisted Rev. George Has- 
-lam in holy communion, remained for Sun- 
day School, practiced Christmas carols, 
Deane went home, wife and I also came 
home for dinner, drove to town, found time of 
Mrs. Susan Hoisington’s funeral, drove to 
Jennie’s. Carrie McGregor and Mabel there, 
drove on, picked up Deane, came home, drove 


to church, assisted at evening prayer, went 
to Rectory, had supper, the three of us, and 
are home again at 9 p. m. 
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Monday, December 4. 


It was cold and raw in the morning. We 
drove to town and wife got some rent money. 
We saw the chimney that Mr. Lynch rebuilt 
on my No. 6 tenement. In afternoon I took 
wife to whist club at Moody’s and went on 
to attend a meeting of trustees of Nutfield 
Savings Bank and a meeting of directors of 
the First National Bank. We did not get 
away till near six o’clock. I am reading 
aloud from Mark Twain. Carrie McGregor 
came to stay a week. 


Tuesday, December 5. 


I drove to town, took the savings bank 
“Register of Investments” and went to Man- 
cuester by 10:22 car, to law office of McLane. 
Arthur Martin was called in and made state- 
ments about the Schnieder loan and I brought 
the Register back to the bank at 1 p. m, drove 
home, had lunch, and wife and I drove again

Jr. They brought me home, 
Carrie McGregor still here. 
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Friday, December 8. 

I telephoned to Manchester and went to 
town in auto, thence to farm and brought 
Jennie to the bank, then I took 10:22 car for 
the city, did business at bank there, met 
Philip C. Lockwood and visited safety deposit 
box and exchanged books, returned to Derry 
at 1p. m. Jennie went to Londonderry. I 
attended to some more business at the bank 
and drove home.at 2 p. m., had dinner. At 
night wife, Deane and I went to church, enm- 
tertainment, Carrie stiil here. 


Saturday, December 9. 


I drove to town in the morning and attend- 
é€d to business. Mr. Haslam came to me at 
the bank, gave me funeral fee from Homer C. 
Lowe, $5.00. I gave him $2.00 for the Sun- 
day School Christmas tree. Carrie McGregor 
here. I took wife to D. A. R. at Mrs. Arthur 
Greenough’s and went again for her, took her 
to tenement for rent, etc. I paid James B. 
Duffy today $21.00 for painting the inside of 
my house at 91 East Broadway. 
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Sunday, December 10. 

Wife, Deane and I drove to church where 
I gave morning prayer and preached at 10:45 
a.m. Opened Sunday School and had a re- 
hearsal of Christmas carols. Deane went 
home. Jennie was at church and came home 
with us for dinner. About half past four 
wife and I took Jennie to her home. We had 
some meat, biscuits, cake and tea and spent 
an hour there. We drove home and are here 
at 7 p.m. 


Monday, December 11. 


Rather mild weather. Wife and I drove to 
the Rectory with some papers for Hopkins 
Home to give to Mrs. Haslam to address and 
mail, but found she and Mr. Haslam were 
both in Boston. We hunted up some paint- 
ers and things for 91 East ‘Broadway. I at- 
tended to some business at the bank, we went 
to see the Floyds about renting to them a 
tenement and tame home to dine. I read more 
Mark Twain and finished ‘‘Huck Finn’, read- 
ing aloud, and we think it very artistic, one 
of his best books. 
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Tuesday, December 12. 
We drove to town, no, I went alone, and 
tried to find Mr. Haslam, he was out. I went 


to see the painters at my house on Broadway. 
In the afternoon two or three inches of snow 


fell. I drove out again, at the bank I signed 
165 checks for the Christmas Club, about one- 
third of all, total amout near $12,000.00. I 
brought Mrs. Gilman home. The Guild meet- 
ing was given up on account of the snow 
storm. I read aloud at night. 


Wednesday, December 13. 


‘Several inches of snow on the ground. I 
started my motor, drove with wife to town, 
to the Rectory, and I went to John C. Davis 
for interest, etc., then to the bank where lL 
signed 153 checks for Christmas club, with 
165 yesterday and those 110 signed by Young 
-the total number is 428. They look very at- 
tractive and it seems to me they will lead to 
farther work in the deposit habit. I saw Jen- 
nié over town. She went to Manchester to- 
day, I heard from her after her returm home. 
Cerrie McGregor is here. . i 
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Thursday, December 14. 


Snow and cold weather. I however drove 
my auto to town for the usual business, came 
back and took wife at noon to meet a carpent- 


er at 6% Manning St., for a few repairs and 
again at 2:30 p.m. I took her to Whist Club 
at Mrs. A. L. Proctor’s and went for her at 
5 p. m., then we drove to town for paper, 
etc. After supper I attended R. A. M. Chapt- 
er meeting and helped in M. M. M. degree 
given, played the organ for singing several 
odes. Chapter voted $10.00 to Hopkins 
Home. 


Friday, December 15. 


The cpen season of 15 days on deer shoot- 
ing closed today. I drove to town in a snow 
storm, it continued to snow. Mr. Lynch 
came here and put up my storm windows and 
doors. Carrie McGregor still with us, sewing, 
ete. I paid the teachers $24. apiece today for 
2 weeks. One more week will end the pres- 
ent term of school. I paid $21) to janitor and 
$25.30 for coal. I am reading aloud tonight 
from a “Tramp Abroad” by “Mark Twain”. 
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Saturday, December 16. 


Snow and wind, I merely started my motor 
and ran it a few minutes to warm it against 
freezing. I walked to town and attended to 
business. at the printing office, had a letter 
set up for Mr. Haslam to use as soliciting 
agent for endowment of the Hopkins Home. 
Deane went to dancing class. Wife had bus- 
iness over town. Carrie McGregor went home. 
I paid her five dollars. 


Sunday, December 17. 


Snow too deep for autos. We went to 
Church by trolley, where I assisted at Morn- 
ing Prayer at 10:45 and at Sunday School. 
Deane wert to her home, wife and I came 
home. We had dinner about 2 p.m. The re- 
mainder of the day we spent at home. Twice 
today, early and late, I started the motor, for 
this is freezing weather. I have not emptied 
the water from the radiator, but have turned 
2 quarts of alcohol into it. 
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Monday, December 18. 


I started my motor to keep it from freezing, 
but I went to town by trolley. Hazel took 
her Christmas money at the bank, $25.50 to- 
day. She is pleased and is disposed to go 
into the next club. The Hopkins. Home letters 
for Mrs. Haslam are now printed, and I am 
anxious to see him draw the first thousand 
for the endowment. The thermostadt on my 
steam héater has been put in working order. 


Tuesday, December 19. 


I walked to printing office to see proof 
sheet of the Hopkins Home letter, found it 
correct. Went to the bank and drew Deane’s 
$25.50 for her, deposited $10.00 of it in sav- 
ings and gave her a book, the balance she 
will use. Jennie has had no mail since last 
Friday, the mail carrier cannot drive through 
the deep snow drifts until the highways are 
cleared. Certificate of Boston and Lowell 
‘Railroad stock came to me by mail this morn- 
ing, 
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Wednesday, December 210. 


I walked to town again and attended to 
business. I was at Mr. and Mrs. Chase’s for 
lunch at noon. I collected letters and envel- 
opes at printing office, paid $4.50 for them 
and took them to Mr. Haslam. The church 
has been beautifully trimmed with evergreen 
for Christmas. Wife was in Manchester to- 
day and visited her sister at the Masonic 
Home. Deane and Leora went to church to 
practice the Christmas carols. 


Thursday, December 21. 


I walked to town. Charles N. Greenough 
deeds to me 30 acres of land situated in Chest- 
er for $60,060 and I paid him, and agreed to 
take another piece of 40 acres. Miss Carrie 
McGregor has been here sewing today. The 
Episcopal choir of boys and men sang to- 
night around the municipal Christmas tree in 
the wintry air, at the corner of Broadway 
and Birch Streets. The affair attracted many 
people and was commendable. 
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Friday, December 22. 


More or less rain all day. Mild, slush under 
foot. Spent considerable time writing and 
addressing Christmas cards. Carrie McGreg- 
or here sewing, a pleasing companion. Teach- 
ers came for salaries, no more school for two 
weeks. I think it has been settled that Jennie 
treats wife and me, Russie and husband to 
Christmas dinner at Hotel Bradford. I have 
ordered a diary like this for another year. I 
want, a full page for each day and might fill 
a larger page. 


Saturday, December 23. 


Carrie went to her home after breakfast 
The day began cold and windy. Deane went 
to her home in the afternoon. Wife went 
over town. Duffy came and I paid him $19.00 
for more papering. Estes Griffin came to see 
me about a loan on his realestate. Mr. and 
Mrs. C. 'B. Chase came down at six o’clock 
and had baked beans and brown bread, mince 
pie and sweet cider. They remained till 9 
p. m. and we played bridge, ,then I read aloud 
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Sunday, December 24. 


Milder weather, still rough. Went to 
Church, gave holy communion and preached 
at 10:45, remained to open Sunday School 
and practice Christmas carols. Deane went 
to her home. Jennie was at church and re. 
mained at Sunday School practice. Wife and 
I came home to dinner. At night I took out 
the automobile, carried wife and Mrs. Gilman, 
Bishop Brent was at the Christmas tree. Rey. 
George and Greville Haslam also Cummings 
end Montfort. The Bishop spoke ten min- 
utes. Big tree, lots of presents, boys vested 
sang carols. A very fine service. Mrs, 
Gilbert sang. I brought home wife, Mrs, 
Gilman, Leora and Rita. 


Monday, December 25. 


Wife and I drove to town to Church at 10 
o’clock. The Bishop was there. Rev. George 
Haslam celebrated and I assisted, vested 
choir and about thirty people for corgrega- 
tion, had a good Christmas service. There 
had been an earlier celebration for the fam- 


ily, large at this time, at 8 a. m. In the 


afternoon sister Jennie gave dinner at, Hotel 
Bradford to Mr. and Mrs. Chase, wife and me, 
She also treated us to moving picture show 
at Broadway Theatre. 
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| Tuesday, December 26. 


I walked to town and rode back. I had in- 
terviews with several persons who want 
loans. I saw a lawyer Mr. Grady, in the 
matter of a loan to Estes Griffin. I saw Mr. 
Cole of Chester and took the description of 
his farm and new house on which he wants 
to borrow $500. I saw Mr. Young about both 
these wants. I started up my motor and 
ran it ten minutes to warm it. I bought 
more alcohol and put it in radiator. 


Wednesday, December 27. 


I walked to the bank and attended to bus- 
-iness. I paid C. N. Greenough $200. for 40 
acres of pine land in Chester. I am pretty, 
‘well loaded with real estate. It takes a long 
time to ‘raise any income on«timber land, 
' where the growth is not of »many years. Jen- 
nie was at the bank, said she was going to 
Manchester. She would -pay $5.00 to the 
‘Union-Leader Publishing ‘Co., and get six 
magazines and a daily paper for one year. 
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Thursday, December 28. 


For no particular reason I remained about — 


the house all day except for a brief trip to 
the post office. I had some busimess at home, 
my annual statement of the last day in the 
year received several hours close attention. 
I read aloud to wife and [Deane at night. Wife 
was over town in the afternoon. A young 
man named Martin came here to get paper 
witnessed, application to serve in Navy. 


Friday, December 29. 


I walked to the bank and remained there 
until noon. I signed some mew currency. 1 
bought a sewing machine for £35.00, the 
agent having left it here in my home some 
weeks ago, when Carrie McGregor came 
here to do some sewing. I sent two deeds 
to Exeter for record, the two of land I bought 
of Mr. Greenough. I emptied the water from 
the radiator of my automobile. 
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Saturday, ‘December 30. 


This has been a busy day. I rode to town 
by trolley. Wife also rode. I sent a couple 
of Warranty deeds to Exeter for records. I 
attended a meeting of bank committees to 
make the semiannual examinations in both 


the Savings and National. We did not get 
away from the examinations till five o’clock. 
Wife secured a mileage book for Boston & 
Maine railroad. She expects to start north 
tomorrow on the 9:45 train. 


Sunday, December 31. 


Mrs. MacMurphy took trolley at 9:38 a. m. 
to depot, thence by train northward to go to 
“Lancaster, N. H., to address Women’s Club 
tomorrow afternoon and thence te Groveton 
for address on Tuesday. Deane and I went 
to Church. I gave Morning Prayer and ser- 
mon at 10:45, attended Sunday School at 
12:15 and home for dinner. At night I went 
again, gave Evening Prayer at, 6:30 p. m. 
and had supper at Rectory with Mrs. Brent, 
two sons and baby. Rev and Mrs. Haslam, 
Greville Haslam, Cummings and Montforte.
